Old Father Grudge at Work 


ID you ever undertake the business of nursing an old grudge? 
D If you did you had a nasty job, and you got worsted in the 
bargain. We never knew a man to gain any good thing for 
himself or others by nursing an old grudge. On the contrary, it 
is practically an unvarying rule that the man who nurses an old 
grudge gets bad pay on every hand. It brings to him evil thoughts, 
ugly emotions, unholy purposes, bad intentions, unkind wishes, and 
last, but not least, a poisoned heart and a ruined soul. God pity 
the man who nurses an old grudge, for there are a thousand ways 
in which he could be much better engaged, both for his own good 
and the good of others, and also for the glory of God. No man 
has ever gained a single good thing by nursing an old grudge. It 
is just as true that no man ever nursed an old grudge except at a 
great loss in peace of mind and in purity of soul. That an old 
grudge is an enemy, a 
bad enemy, of all the 
nobler qualities of men 
and women, and the 
poorest business in 
which any man ever 
engaged, is well illus- 
trated in the picture 
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man made in the image 
of God, made for high 
and holy ends, dedicat- 
ing his life to the work 
of nursing an old 
grudge! Can a Chris- 
tian nurse an old 
grudge? We doubt it 
—at least we know he 
ought to be engaged in 
a better business. If 
we must tell the truth, 
and that is what we 
wish to tell, we do 
not believe that any 
man can nurse an old 
grudge and maintain 
in his own heart and 
life the elements of the 
Christian spirit. An 
old grudge is kept up, 
if at all, by the work of 
the wicked one. God 
has no part in that 
business, and therefore, 
if you have an old 
grudge, you may be 
sure of the fact that 
the devil has _ been 
around, sowing tares 
in your heart and 
mind and life. It is 
time you were waking 
up, and cleaning up, 
and cleaning out the conditions which give a welcome to 
the ugly intruder. That is just what an old grudge is, 
it is an intruder, seeking the ruin of the heart and life 
into which it comes. Certainly no old. grudge has any 
rights in the heart and mind of the Christian, and if that 
ugly old imp has gotten a foot-hold in your life, you may take it 
for granted that it is there as a result of the work of the wicked 
cne. It does not matter who you are, minister of the gospel, or 
some other sort of a person, when the old grudge is around, doing 
his work in your heart and life, you may be sure that Jesus has 
been crowded out and that the very position He held in your life 
is now held by the arch enemy of your life—Satan, and he is going 
around in his regular business, seeking whom he may devour, 
whom he may ruin, spiritually. Likely as not, he will give you

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some special success in your worldly pursuits, but it will only be 
that he may encourage you to nurse the old grudge and keep it 
agoing for your spiritual undoing. There can be no doubt as to 
this—he seeks your downfall that he may rob God of one of His 
treasures. Are you going to let him do that? That is a pointed 
question, but that is the question which you should face and decide 
at the earliest moment possible—not next week, or next month, 
or next year, but in the next moment, for none of us can tell when 
our last opportunity has come. If the last moment should come 
and find you all wrapped up in an old grudge, then what? An 
old grudge is the outgrowth of a supposed sin in another against 
you, or your best interests, which has not been forgiven, and the 
unforgiven sin is the sin which will certainly keep you out of the 
blessedness of Christian experience here, and what is more than 
that, if possible, is the fact that an old unforgiven sin will keep 
the man out of Heaven who indulges it. You must forgive, or you 
cannot be forgiven? 
That is an awful fact, 
but it is none the less a 
fact, and if we may de- 
pend upon the words of 
Jesus touching this 
matter and we think 
we may. Yes, surely 
Jesus knew what He 
was saying, and sure- 
ly He meant just what 
He said on this point, 
as He did on all others. 
If you will turn to 
Matthew 6: 14, 15, you 
will see what Jesus 
said as touching the 
awful sin of not for- 
giving those who may 
have wronged us. 

A recent issue of 
The Religious Telescope 
has a short editorial 
bearing on this ques- 
tion, as given below, 
and with it the editor 
gave a picture of an 
old grudge. nursed. 
Take a good look at the 
picture. Did you ever 
feel anything in your 
own heart and mind 
which seemed to be as 
ugly as that old man in 
the bed in the picture? 
See what a nice nurse 
he has looking after 
him, trying to take care 
of him. Do you under- 
stand? That nurse is 
the picture of a Chris- 
tian nursing an old 
grudge, and the old 
roan in the bed is a picture of that old grudge. Do you know who 
that nurse is? It is a picture of your own inner life? Honest now 
—tell the truth, not to this writer, but to God. Make up your mind 
that the old man can not live in your heart as a home any longer— 
it is the only safe course for the person who is nursing an old 
grudge. 

The Telescope editor says: 

NURSING GRUDGES 


When an arm is broken, splints or plaster paris are 
brought into use. When a felon appears, the physician 
lances the affected part. When the heart is weak, a stim- 
ulant is administered. When blood is impure, remedies 
are prescribed. When the system is debilitated, a tonic is 
taken. We find it convenient to give our bodies the right 
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kind of treatment. It is right to love 
health and preserve it. 

Our cartoonist shows us a decrepit 
patient this week, lingering apparent- 
ly on the verge of the grave. The nurse 
is faithful in her attendance? Why 
should any one try to keep a patient of 
this kind alive? His name is Grudge. 
He is mental, moral and spiritual, not 
physical. The patient exists in the heart 
of a man, rather than itself possessing 

a heart. 

Why should any one try to keep an 
old grudge alive in his heart? Suppose 
back twenty years, or fifty years, some- 
body offended somebody else. Why 
should that somebody else remember 
that offense ten times longer and more 
easily and more readily than fifty com- 
mendable traits abovt the offender? 
Why should that other somebody mag- 
nify the weakness or even sin of the 
former friends and minify all the good 
qualities? Of all the senseless things 
in the world, from the spiritual stand- 
point, the most senseless is the deter- 
mination to keep a grudge alive in the 
heart, to water it in the morning, pro- 
tect is from the hot sun at noonday, 
shield it from the blasts of winter, and 
nourish it in every season. Does not 
everybody know that such a mental 
condition is detrimental to any mind, 
destructive to all the finer feelings of 
the heart? Do we not know that re- 
ligion and spite cannot exist in the 
same heart at the same time? 

Brother, hunt up that man against 
whom you have harbored a grudge for 
the last twelve months, and ask him to 
forgive you for your attitude toward 
him.- It will do you good, besides help- 
ing the other fellow. Give old Father 
Grudge a speedy burial. 


A GREAT BIBLE ENCYCLOPEDIA 


Two weeks ago we made some reference 
to the new International Standard Bible 
Encyclopedia, of which the late James Orr, 
D. D., Edinburgh, Scotiand, was editor-in- 
chief, together with Rev. E. Y. Mullins, 
D. D., LL. D., and Bishop John L. Nuelsen, 
D. D., LL. D., were assistant editors, with 
Morris O. Evans, D. D., Ph. D., as man- 
aging editor. The work is in five large 
volumes and published by The Howard- 
Severance Company, Chicago, Ill. Accord- 
ing to our best judgment, based upon a yet 
further examination of the work, it is 
easily without a rival in its line. So far as 
we can decide on the merits of the work, it 
is the best adapted to the needs of the Bible 
student and well calculated to meet his 
needs, no matter whether he is a minister 
of the gospel, a Sunday-school teacher, or 
one who is studying the Book of books mere- 
ly for his ovm enlightenment and develop- 
ment in the divine life. We have tried to 
find some subject on which this great Bible 
Encyclopedia would give no information, 
but so far we have searched in vain. The 
discussion on some given topic makes al- 
most a small book in itself. Let us turn 
to that ever living question among Chris- 
tian people, BAPTISM, and you will find 
practically all the information that you 
can ask for on that question. We shail 
find seven leading articles on that question, 
as follows: Baptism from the Baptist 
standpoint, written by Prof. A. T. Robert- 
son, of the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, Louisville, Ky. The next article 
is by Rev. T. M. Lindsey, giving the non- 
immersionist view. The next article is by 
Rev. W. H. T. Dau, presenting the Luther- 
an view. Then comes an article on Bap- 
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tismal Regeneration by the late Rev. James 
Orr, D. D., the editor-in-chief of the whole 
work. Then comes an article on Anglican 
High Church doctrine, written by William 
Samuel Bishop. Then another giving the 
Lutheran view of Baptismal Regeneration, 
also by Dr. Dau. Another article is on 
Baptism for the dead—see 1 Cor. 15: 29— 
by Rev. Dr. Rees. The next article is on 
Baptism of Fire by Jacob W. Kapp. The 
last article is on Baptism of the Holy Spir- 
it by Dr. Mullins, one of the assistant 
editors, the whole discussion covering thir- 
ty-two columns, or sixteen pages. Of course 
many subjects are very brief in treatment, 
and necessarily so, not having enough value 
or history to create a demand for more, but 
whenever you come to a subject of im- 
portance you will find the information you 
are seeking most likely. On that question 
of baptism nothing seems overlooked, and 
so it is on and on throughout the entire 
work. After we had given it a somewhat 
careful examination, we found ourselves ex- 
claiming in secret: “Oh, if I could only have 
had such a source of information when I 
entered the ministry forty years and more 
ago, it would have been practically an edu- 
cation in itself.” Undoubtedly it is the best 
yet given to the world in the way of Bible 
information. Dr. Orr was himself a great 
scholar, one of the great Christian scholars 
of the world, and he was true to the Bible. 
A very few articles are admitted from the 
higher critics’ standpoint, but he is careful 
te make known the fact that he does not 
approve the extreme statements. We would 
not be willing to part with the work at this 
late day in life, but if we were now a young 
man entering the ministry, we would have 
it if we had to do extra work at night to 
get the money with which to make the pur- 
chase. As we advance in its examination, 
we shall give our readers yet further esti- 
mates of its value.

I think 
I have given convincing reasons for affirm- 
ing that in the expression, ‘Born of Water,’ 
there is no allusion either to baptism or to 
natural birth; but whether the attempted 
exegesis is correct, the reader must decide.” 


*** Where next, brethren? Quite a few 
nowadays, having grown beyond thought 
which pertains to State and national af- 
fairs, talk now almost wholly of “world 
problems.” When they get too large to 
talk of world affairs, what will they talk 
about? It may be, however, that by that 
time we shall have discovered some way of 
reaching Mars and other planets. In that 
event, why they can go right on talking of 
prbolems of the universe. It may be after 
all they will lose a chance to do things on 
a big scale—at least to talk of such things. 
Oh, brethren, let us get down to do the 
next thing, even if it be small—it may tell 
gloriously in eternity for the honor of Jesus 
Christ as the Savior of the lost. 


*** Rev. David E. Millard, D. D., Portland, 
Michigan, is approaching his eighty-seventh 
birthday—March 16. On page two of this 
issue appears a poem written by Dr. Mil- 
lard for his eighty-seventh birthday. In 
a private note he says: “Eighty-seven years 
of life and nearly sixty-four of that life 
spent in the ministry, may well seem long 
to the young, or to such as are in the 
meridian of life, but to me how short they 
seem to have been! Nearly all of my early 
associates in the ministry are gone and I 
shall soon follow them. In looking over 
the past, I find little to boast of, while there 
are somethings to regret, but far more, in 
the remembrance of which, I find delight. 
The future looks bright and inviting.” 


*** We are fast becoming a nation of 
office holders. Almost every week we have 
some national organization launched, and 
no doubt the most of them have good ends 
to be gained, but dear, dear, what shall we 
do if every one becomes an office holder? 
One of the late organizations thus given to 
the public is The International Movement 
for a Fellowship of Reconciliation in the 
United States. This new body stands for 
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an uncompromising endeavor to interpret 
the teachings of Christ and to apply them 
in practical life by refusing to take part in 
war under any circumstance. They claim 
that this is the only hope of our nation to 
escape the present world condition of in- 
ternal and external strife. Another move- 
ment has been launched. It is proposed to 
work for the federation of all the societies 
which are trying to do work for the ad- 
vancement of the cause of Christ. That, 
too, may be a good thing, but we wish to 
know what will be the outcome of these 
movements when they get so numerous that 
it will take all the people to serve as officers. 


*** “We told you so!” Yes, and you did 
not believe it, but it is coming, and coming 
rapidly. In The Religious Herald for 
March 9, we find a startling statement. 
Well, it would have been startling, if the 
drift of church tendencies had not prepared 
us for it. Rev. Andrew Broaddus, D. D., 
Sparta, Va., says under head of What 
Next? “In a recent issue of one of the 
Richmond daily newspapers there appeared 
the following notice (names omitted): ‘At 
the home of Mr. ——, on Avenue, an 
entertainment and dance will be given this 
evening at 8:30 o’clock, for the benefit of 
the piano fund of the Junior Department 
Class of —— Baptist Sunday-school. Ice 
cream and candy will be for sale. Admis- 
sion ten cents.’” Then Dr. Broaddus goes 
on to comment as follows: “Shades of our 
Baptist fathers! Whither are we drifting? 
A dance given by one of its members for the 
benefit of a Sunday-school! Surely we 
know not what will come next. We are 
not informed whether the dance is to be a 
two-step, a turkey-trot, a bunnie-hug, or, as 
dances for the Sunday-school are something 
new, it may be the dance in this particular 
case is to be a new style and bear a new 
name. I am waiting with some curiosity 
for the next move on the checker-board of 
church activities. Surely the world moves.” 
Yes, surely the church is moving world- 
ward at a very rapid rate! It is due to this 
fact that we are having so many ungodly 
things done in the name of the Church. 
No matter who stands for that sort of 
thing, “me and mine” will stand against it. 
The Church of Jesus Christ has no room for 
this sort of social rot. Dances for the 
benefit of the church is the outgrowth of 
our modern ways in church life and 
thought. If the Church is not freed soon 
from these evils, they will separate the 
Church from her Lord and Master, and you 
may be sure of it, when the Church sep- 
arates herself from the Christ-life, she will 
rapidly drift to the lowest level of modern 
ideals. We call upon every true friend of 
Christ to stand like a stonewall against 
these evil tendencies. If any man refuses 
to stand against these encroachments upon 
the purity and sanctity of the Church, let 
him be counted as an enemy of the Church, 
and let him have no place in its member- 
ship. Read 2 Thess. 3:6, and say if the 
Scriptures do not sustain us in making such 
an appeal!

Has the Tide Turned? 


For the last ten or fifteen years there has 
been a recognized scarcity of ministers. It 
has been declared again and again that 
young men are being turned away from the 
ministry by reason of the fact that the 
financial inducements to enter it as a life- 
work are so poor. Now The Episcopal Re- 
corder declares that the tide has turned, 
that instead of men not wanting to fill the 
pulpits, the men to fill the pulpits are not 
wanting. Let us hope this is true, and let 
us hope yet further that these men who 
are now seeking to fill the pulpits of the 
land may disprove the fact, alleged, that 
young men of character and ability have 
been shunning the ministry because of the 
lack of a liberal financial support. We do 
not believe that any man who is worthy to 
fill any pulpit in the land would refuse to 
answer the call of God made to him, be- 
cause the financial remuneration is so 
small. Of course, there are men, and we 
suppose a plenty of them, who would not 
enter the ministry for such a reason, but 
they are men who love the world and we 
believe, have not heard the call of God to 
enter this work. A man who would shun 
the work of the ministry because of the 
small remuneration he is likely to get, fi- 
nancially, is the man who certainly ought 
not to think of entering the ministry, since 
in his own disposition in this matter he 
furnishes abundant proof that he knows 
neither the call nor the duty of a called 
messenger for so sacred a work. If a man 
is disposed to shirk the ministry because of 
a lack of large remuneration, then by all 
means do not lay hand on him for this 
sacred work. 


The Bible Way Is the Safe Way 


Many are the complications of human 
society. Many are the needs of -the hu- 
man family. Many are the ills which press 
hard upon humanity. That is all true. 
Not only so, but it is just as true that the 
human family needs deliverance from these 
burdens. It is true, too, that the human 
family has labored hard to provide for the 
relief of men and women and children who 
are thus suffering. This is not only true 
in Christian lands, but to some extent it 
is true in heathen lands. There is in the 
human heart a recognized need of deliver- 
ance from the ills to which men are heirs. 
Not long since a certain Hindu editor made 
a bold stroke for relief in Hindu society. 
He said: “Necessity knows no law. The 
Biblical injunction is that no man should 
marry more than one wife. The Koran is 
more liberal in this respect—it allows four 
legitimate wives to a man.” Then he pro- 
ceeds to show how that provision of the 
Koran has worked for the good of the Mo- 
hammedan world—he says it is in this way 
that the Mussulmans have increased so fast. 
And that is the Mohammedan’s way to bet- 
ter conditions. We almost laugh at this 
man’s suggestion, and yet are we not often 
led to believe some things would be for the 
good of the community which are almost 
as unreasonable as the Mohammedan’s way 
of helping the situation? Certainly some 
of our ways of social betterment are not 


much in advance of the Hindu way, at least 
in some lines of social reform. What we 
need in social reform, and in every other 
reform for the good of human society, is 
an adherence to God’s way for deliverance. 
He teaches us that righteousness exalteth 
a nation. If we could confine ourselves to 
doing things as God has taught us to do, 
we might the sooner find the much needed 
relief. Let us try the righteous way and 
see if the social fabric may not in that way 
be exalted, both to the honor and glory of 
God and to the decided betterment of the 
people. The human family, apart from the 
truth of God, is very weak and most liable 
to go astray—liable to stray under the 
smallest provocation. But under grace, the 
grace of God, men and women find the way 
to better conditions much more readily and 
at the same time enjoy not only better hu- 
man conditions, but better, richer, and 
sweeter fellowship with God, and so the 
whole life is lifted up. We may as well 
recognize one thing now. Man is a dual 
being. He is a physical being and he is 
also a spiritual being. You cannot better 


his condition permanently by looking after — 


the physical and neglecting the spiritual. 
That experiment is always a failure. 


“Desperately Wicked” 


We are not certain, but, judging from ap- 
pearances, some people of our day believe 
that the old prophet was dreaming when he 
said the “heart is desperately wicked.” The 
modern way is to regard with apparent in- 
difference the character of sin as presented 
by the inspired Bible writers. We have 
heard the idea advanced that the human 
race will make such progress in the next 
thousand years as to need no salvation from 
sin—they will have been educated, trained, 
and developed into men and women needing 
no repentance of sins committed. We sup- 
pose this must be a part of the theory now 
more or less common in some circles that 
man is “falling upward,” and not down- 
ward. This makes the fall of man a bless- 
ing and not a curse. Certainly if he is 
still falling upward, there may be cause 
to expect that at some time in the future, 
while men are yet in the flesh, they will 
have fallen so high as to get beyond sin 
and therefore will need no repentance. But 
in the case of all this modern conception 
of the character of man, it is yet true, as 
facts abundantly testify, that man is still 
desperately wicked and in need, tremen- 
dously in need, of the saving grace of God 
to deliver him from the powers of sin. Shall 
we offer proof? Here it is: Look at the 
cruelties of man as practiced in the Euro- 
pean war, now raging in all of its fury. 
Study for a moment the character of man, 
as revealed in war, and do you think that 
such men are not wicked at heart? Think 
of all sorts of contrivances now in use to 
destroy men and the wealth of the nations. 
Think of the guns whose missils literally 
plough up the earth, destroying everything 
in its way. Think of the mines and tor- 
pedoes that endanger every life at sea, no 
matter how neutral one may be. Think of 
the Zepplins and aeroplanes which, regard- 
less of innocent women and children, drop 


their bombs anywhere, if there is a chance 
of destroying life and property. Think of 
liquid fire and the most deadly gases shot 
into the midst of men to destroy them in 
the horriby way. Think of men being kill- 
ed so rapidly that they cannot fall, being 
kept in a standing posture through the 
presence of standing, but dead, men—so 
thick that they cannot fall even when life is 
extinct. Think of an army piling dead men 
in front of them so high that it becomes 
necessary to move, or to change their posi- 
tin, so that they can shoot and kill other 
men! If more proof is needed to prove 
that the human heart is desperately wicked, 
as one of old has declared, then we do not 
comprehend facts. If we are to have men 
reach in the next thousand years a state of 
such human perfection that they will not 
need to repent, we confess that the progress 
of the last two thousand years seems to 
offer little encouragement at this time. 
Even the present situation is forbidding. 
We believe with the old prophet that the 
human heart, apart from the cleansing and 
saving power of Jesus Christ, is just as 
wicked to-day as it ever was. It is true, 
the methods of cruelty have changed some- 
what, but they are just as desperate now 
as at any time in the history of the world, 
so far as we know. The saving grace of 
God is the need, the desperate need of the 
human family. This is true in the face of 
the fact that practically all men would like 
to be saved, but they are not willing to pay 
the price, or to confess their helplessness, 
standing apart from the Savior of the 
world. 
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A Question Box 
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Questior--What Christian denomination handled 
Anticch Coilege?

Question—I know an individual who is worried 
over certain petty misdeeds committed when a youth, 
for which he cannot now make reparation or amends. 

you believe that these things will bar him from 
heaven, since he wishes to be a Christian and is 
doing his best to live right? 


That question involves a very delicate 
point. We are quite sure that these petty 
misdeeds committed in his youth will not 
keep him out of heaven, unless he continues 
in unbelief. If he repents truly, the fact 
that he cannot make reparation for the 
wrong things he did, as I see it, will not 
stand in his way of salvation. There is far 
more danger that unbelief and an impeni- 
tent heart will keep him out of heaven. 
The fact that he is worrying over the mis- 
deeds of his youth hints pretty strongly at 


- the thought that he may not have truly and 


freely repented—that is the danger-point. 
If he has exercised true repentance toward 
God and faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, he 
will never hear of the petty misdeeds of his 
youth in heaven, and for the reason that 
God declares that in the presence of true 
repentance our sins are put away from us, 
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even as far as the east is from the west. 
Tell your friend not to worry over the petty 
misdeeds of his youth, but to make sure 
that penitence fills his heart and that un- 
belief has no place in him. 


Question—What is blasphemy against the Holy 
Ghost ? 

That is the question which troubles so 
many people. I well remember the time 
when I thought any person who would un- 
dertake to answer that question might safe- 
ly be classed as foolish. But I do not feel 
that way now. I think the question may be 
intelligently and helpfully answered. Ac- 
cording to the teachings of Jesus the blas- 
phemy against the Holy Spirit is to attrib- 
ute the work of the Holy Spirit to the devil. 
Turn to Matt. 12: 27-32. There you will 
see that Jesus was charged with casting 
out devils by Beelzebub, the prince of devils. 
Jesus had just said that He did this work 
by the power of the Holy Spirit. That was 
a case of blasphemy against the Holy 
Spirit—it was discrediting the work’ of the 
Spirit and ascribing the honor of the work 
to the devil. Let us see this matter from 
another standpoint. Suppose there should 
be a great work of grace wrought in any 
given community, in which hundreds, or as 
for that, any number of persons are con- 
verted. Some man, who does not believe 
in such a thing, attempts to discredit the 
work by saying, “Jt is all the work of the 
devil.” As I understand it, that would be 
sinning against the Holy Spirit, or what is 
called in Matthew 12, blasphemy. If this 
is not plain enough, let us know on what 
point your difficulty comes and I will try 
to help you yet further. 


Question—Must a man who has lived an exemplary 
Christian life from a child, receiving baptism and 
church membership at eight years of age “be born 
again?” 


As we see it, the basis of your state- 
ment is at fault. One cannot live a Chris- 
tian life till he has been born from above. 
So if you mean to say that the person to 
whom you refer has not been born again, 
then he may have lived a moral life, but 
he could not live a life into which he had 
never been born. I do not believe in bap- 
tismal regeneration, nor do I believe that 
being a church member merely gives the 
new birth, so if your friend has never “been 
born again,” or “born from above,” I sin- 
cerely think he needs the new birth. It was 
Jesus who said: “Marvel not that I said 
unto thee, Ye must be born again.” I have 
never yet found in the New Testament 
where Jesus said: “If you were not baptiz- 
ed when a child, and if you have not lived 
an exemplary Christian life under that bap- 
tism, ye must be born again,” but He did 
say in John 3:3, “Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of God.” 
As we understand it, that means any man 
who has not been born again, must be be- 
fore he can see or enter into the kingdom 
of God. That being true, we must hold that 
any man, no matter what his past life may 
have been formally or ritually, must be 
born from above, or he cannot enter the 
kingdom of heaven. Did you ever think of 
it—there is a reason why the new birth 
must be experienced in order to enter heav- 
en. The natural man is sinful, and if noth- 
ing is done to deliver him from that sinful 


life, there is no hope to enter heaven. In 
the new birth the divine nature is given 
(See 1 Peter 1: 4), and in the new life men 
cease to love sin and sinful, corrupt things, 
and then come to love the pure, the good, 
the holy, and as they love these, they be- 
come, under the power of this divine nature, 
to be possessed of the Spirit of Christ, and 
by the indwelling of His Spirit they are 
enabled to live the Christian life. Is not 
that plain enough? We read nowhere in 
the New Testament where baptism or 
church membership constitute this new 
birth—Jesus said it must come from above, 
and by that we understand the new birth 
is the gift of God through Jesus Christ 
and the Holy Spirit. Say to your friend, 
that according to my understanding of the 
Scriptures, if he is only living a good moral 
life under infant baptism and church mem- 
bership, he has no assurance of salvation 
in Christ, and for the reason that Jesus 
Himself has declared in plain language: 
“Ye must be born again.” 


Question—I hear much said in some sections of 
the “second blessing.” Is it essential to one’s sal- 
vation? If so, what are you going to do with all 
the rest of the blessings you receive? If the dis- 
ciples were converted before Pentecost, why did 
Christ say to Peter: ‘“‘When thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren?” I am asking for informa- 
tion. 


Many have needlessly stumbled over 
the “second blessings.” ‘People are so easily 
confused over it! I would not call it the 
second blessing, and for the reason that 
Jesus and the apostles did notso call it. 
They called it sanctification, or the baptism 
of the Spirit, and while that word is ob- 
jectionable to many people, it is Scriptural 
and therefore under proper interpretation, 
it is a safe word, giving out a safe idea. 

We blunder in these matters for the lack 
of understanding. Sanctification has its 
place in God’s plan of salvation. Give it its 
place and it is right and most valuable. 
There are four works of the Spirit in the 
human heart, and in each work wrought by 
the Spirit there must be an answer on the 
part of the human heart and mind. 


The four works are: Conviction, Forgive- 
ness, Regeneration, and Sanctification. 
The Holy Spirit convicts the sinner of his 
sins, and he repents or turns from his sins 
and turns unto God. God forgives the pen- 
itent sinner. The experience of forgive- 
ness is so sweet that the forgiven one cries 
unto God for more, and then God gives him 
the new birth, or regeneration, when the 
new life is given to God, the most natural 
thing in the world for the new-born soul is 
to consecrate his new life to God, and when 
he does that, God then sanctifies the life, 
giving the man power to serve in His king- 
dom, and that is where sanctification comes 
in in the plan of salvation. Now then you 
can see that instead of the “second bless- 
ing,” we have four distinct works of grace 
in the human heart. These are conviction, 
without which no man would ever repent; 
forgiveness, without which no man could 
be happy; regeneration, without which no 
man could have the new life; sanctification, 
without which no man could come to his 
best in the Christian life and service. 

We must seek these gifts, for as I under- 
stand it, they are given to the person who 
wishes them enough to seek them earnestly. 

Do you ask: “Is sanctification essential

to salvation?” I am not wise enough to 
answer that, but I am sure that sanctifica- 
tion is essential to one’s highest usefulness 
in Christian service. Whatever else sanc- 
tification may do or not do, I feel reason- 
ably certain that it does qualify one for his 
best Christian service, and this he cannot 
reach without this gift of the Holy Spirit 
for power. See Act 1:8. You ask me if 
we must have the second blessing, what are 
we to do with all the other blessings? Why, 
I should say, receive them and thank the 
Lord for them and go on your way in 
Christian service, deing the will of God. 
But I see you do not understand the facts. 
You think that all blessings are of the same 
class. In one sense that may be true, but 
in another sense some blessings differ from 
others and have altogether a different place 
to fill in your life. Some one has said 
there are a thousand blessings in the Chris- 
tian life. That is quite true, but there are 
not a thousand blessings of the class of 
sanctification. There are only four of these 
blessings of this class which enter so large- 
ly into the matter of one’s salvation. These 
are: Conviction, Forgiveness, Regeneration, 
and Sanctification. Now can you point out 
another blessing of that class? I think you 
cannot, at least I have not found it yet. 
God’s blessings are upon us every day, but 
they are of another class—not by any 
means the same as the four named above. 
Again you ask me: “If the disciples were 
converted on the day of Pentecost, why did 
Jesus tell Peter when he was converted to 
strengthen his brethren?” Why, because it 
is the business of converted people to assist 
one another, help one another. Do you 
think because Peter was not converted at 
the time Jesus spoke to him that the whole 
body of disciples were not converted? If 
it should be said that Tom Zaner, a member 
of your church, is not converted, that fact 
would not prove that none of you were 
converted? That would not do. You see 
Peter was the man who denied his 
Lord, but after that he repented, bitterly 
repented, and then a few days later 
he received the gift of the Holy Spirit in 
the upper room and went to work as he 
had never done, and from the preaching 
of his first sermon after the gift of the 
Holy Spirit, three thousand persons were 
converted and added to the Church. Per- 
haps you will ask me: “Do you think the 
whole Church needs the gift of the Holy 
Spirit?” I should say, Yes, most certain- 
ly, for we are not prepared to fill our places 
in the Church till we have received this 
wonderful gift. Jesus stopped the early 
Church and told them to go to the upper 
room and tarry for the enduement of power 
from on high. They obeyed and they were 
made mighty in the Lord’s work. Yes, I 
do think the whole Church, or at least that 
portion of it which has not yet received the 
gift of the Holy Ghost, ought to quit every- 
thing else and do as the disciples did, tarry 
in the place of prayer till the gift is be- 
stowed. It would add immensely to the 
power of the Church of Christ. I feel 
sure on this point because it is just what 
Jesus had His disciples do, and they were 
greatly blessed. I believe a like gift for the 
Church to-day, would bring a like blessing 
and similar results. Do you not think so? 
If not, why not? 
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The family is the oldest institution in the 
world and was founded by the Almighty. 
Its character determines the destiny of the 
nations. In its purity and religious charac- 
ter is the hope of the races. Sin is en- 
trenched in human nature, with depraved 
appetites and passions of the carnal life 
as its field of activity. Enlisted in behalf 
of its hellish purposes may be found great 
organized systems, political power, aggre- 
gated wealth, industrial and social orders, 
juvenile literature—ad infinitum. But no 
one of these, nor all combined, so seriously 
threatens our overthrow as domestic cor- 
ruption and disorder. 

If the lid could be lifted, or the veil push- 
ed aside, for the public to gaze upon the 
domestic life of the world, it would bring a 
feeling of horror to every saint and a blush 
of shame to the Church of Christ. 
Estrangements, separations, divorces, and 
with them suicides, murders, sometimes of 
whole families, men going to the electric 
chair and to life imprisonment and thou- 
sands of others to worse ends in conse- 
quence, are not without cause. 

Some will quickly answer that sin is the 
cause, but that goes without saying, for 
that answer covers all sorrow and suffer- 
ing and is too general. I do not promise 
to fully show the cause, to every mind, but 
may give at least a hint as to where it lies. 
As we see it, the entire situation can be 
traced back to the sin in marrying. Surely 
marrying is not, per se, sin, for it is one 
of the divinest institutions, or rites, in the 
world, when it has divine approval, and 
just there is the difficulty and the pit found, 
out of which comes all this terrible, nau- 
seating, blasphemous stench. Such passion- 
ate love and singleness of devotion, as 
should exist between companions, is one of 
the most sacred impulses that ever stirred 
the human heart, or blessed the life of man. 

A real union—“what God hath joined to- 
gether’”—is not weakened, but instead, is 
made stronger by life’s adversities and 
struggles, and such companions find their 
happiness in each other’s love and devotion 
and not in outward conditions and circum- 
stances. But when persons marry for oth- 
er reasons than the one essential considera- 
tion, such as for instance, marrying for 
wealth, or social position, or some supposed 
material or social advantage, life’s trials 
will finally bring a testing, and there will 
come a break at some weak point of love 
or devotion. The result is discontent, bit- 
terness, and domestic distress and unhappi- 
ness. Then again, real union in matrimon- 
ial relations in the very nature of the ease 
cannot be one-sided, for however strongly, 
devotedly, and even passionately, one may 
feel and be towards the other, unless it is 
true with the other, there will necessarily 
be heartaches and bitter anguish. 

“What God hath joined together, let no 
man put asunder,” should be burned into 
the very souls of men and women, but there 
are thousands of marriages—we fear the 
majority of them—that God had nothing 
to do with. Then again, let us imagine a 
wife, almost worshipful in her singleness 
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of devotion to her husband, jealous for his 
every interest and good and yielding herself 
unreservedly to him, only to find that he 
seeks his happiness away from |er and 
with others, holds her in odious comparison 
with other women, 2nd meets her love with 
cold indifference. Such a condition would 
bring disaster to the union. Then, if we 
reverse the picture and imagine a man giv- 
ing his whole life and earnings to the wom- 
an he loves above every other woman in all 
the wide world, discovers that she appre- 
ciates him only for whatever of material 
things he can give her and that she holds 
him in unfavorable comparison with other 
men, the result is the same. Such condi- 
tions destroy home, one of the sweetest 
words in the language of men; one of the 
best types of heaven; a place of refuge and 
retreat when the battles and burdens of the 
day are ended. 

A little of heaven let down to earth; but 
how it is wrecked and laid low in the dust! 
Not only do they wreck the home, but de- 
stroy the usefulness of men and women; 
rob individuals of inspiration and worthy 


ambition for endeavor and fill the world 
with terrible ruin and domestic desolation. 
I am unalterably opposed to divorces, ex- 
cept on Scriptural grounds, but believe that 
there are thousands of cases in the world 
where a separation would be only undoing, 
as far as possible, a great wrong and add- 
ing to the world’s purity and uplift. 


But should divorced, or separated, people 
under such conditions, remarry? Never, 
while the other party lives! Let “match- 
makers,” and parents who can see for their 
daughters only the social and material side 
of life, forever keep hands off, and let those 
who contemplate matrimonial relations give 
the subject much serious consideration and 
prayer. 

No persons should marry unless they are 
quite sure that they can never be happy 
without each other and can be happier in 
each other’s presence than anywhere else 
in the great wide world. When the matter 
is reduced to the last analysis, and we face 
about to the New Testament Scriptures, we 
are persuaded that a believer has no right 
to marry an unbeliever. 

One of the most pathetic scenes in the 
world to-day is the domestic life of the 
world, and if there we hold our ear long, 
we shall hear some of the world’s most bit- 
jter weepings, and the throbbing of the 
world’s greatest heartaches. Sin the 
cause? Most assuredly, but a definite kind 
of sin, the sin of marrying unwisely. A 
mistake there is one of the most fatal pos- 
sible known among the races. Sin? Yes, 
and the parent of millions more. Sin? Yes, 
at the very foundation upon which all 
worthy institutions are built, hence its 
alarming character. The sanctity and pur- 
ity of martial relations should be guarded 
as holding the safety of the nations, and 
the overthrow of the powers of darkness. 


How Much Owest Thou To My Lord?

This question of the parable of the un- 
just steward is, or should have been, an 
echo, for had he been a faithful, instead of 
an unjust, steward, there should have come 
back to him with a force given to them 
only by the voice of conscience, or the voice 
of God, the words: “How much owest 
thou?” But as has been true with so many 
other stewards since his day, he was more 
concerned with his neighbor’s duty than his 
own. So when I come to you with this 
question and an endeavor to answer it in 
the light of God’s Word, the answer is for 
me as well as you, for the Bible answers 
these questions in terms fitted to the con- 
ditions of each member of the race. 

Then, first, you owe my Lord your love, 
for the first and great commandment is 
this: “Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart and with all thy soul 
and with all thy mind. And the second is 
like unto it: “Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself.” 

I shall enlarge no farther on whom this 
commandment makes the object of your 
love than to say that in the story of the 
Good Samaritan Jesus taught that he to 
whomsoever you have the opportunity to do 
good is your neighbor. 

Then, how is your love to be shown? 
“What doth the Lord require of thee but 
to deal justly, love mercy, and to walk 


humbly with thy God?” Does this ques- 
tioner leave you with the impression that 
he has set an easy task for you? If so, 
stop. Think what it means to be humble, 
and in the possession of that grace to walk 
with God. Think of Job, who after the loss 
of everything earthly but life and wife, 
could say: “The Lord gave and the Lord 
taketh away; blessed be the name of the 
Lord,” and who before his testing time was 
by God Himself given a certificate of char- 
acter like which He could have given to 
few of His servants; and yet one of the 
purposes of his afflictions seems to have 
been to teach him to say, “I am of small 
account. What shall I answer thee? I ab- 
hor myself and repent in dust and ashes.” 

Is it easy to love mercy? Abstractly, yes; 
concretely, no. When thought of as the 
neighbor’s debt to us, it is easy; but when 
translated into terms of our duty to the 
neighbor, “Aye, there’s the rub. It is not 
the priest or the Levite, the preacher or the 
deacon that fills the bill then, but it takes 
a Good Samaritan, one whose heart God 
has touched, to show mercy on him. 

Is it easy to deal justly? But before we 
consider this let me say that we are con- 
sidering the three requirements in reverse 
order to the importance attached to them 
by the prophet. He has given us a climax, 
the most difficult requirement of all being

the humble walk with God. And yet they 
are so interwoven that he who understands 
one and makes for its goal cannot fall much 
farther short of the other two. 

Have you ever had the following offer- 
ing: “I pay my debts,” etc., etc.? We all 
know the rest of the song. It is Job’s self- 
righteousness over again, but with less rea- 
son for it and always meriting a reproof 
in kind. You may pay the debts for which 
you may have given your written or verbal 
promise and yet fall short of being a good 
neighbor. Much farther will you miss be- 
ing a good citizen of the kingdom of God, 
a follower of the Christ. 

It is easy to accept Jesus as the world’s 
Redeemer. It is at His acceptance as our 
Example that the test comes, but this is 
taught as plainly as the other. He not 
only paid to Caesar the things that were 
Caesar’s, but to God the things that were 
God’s. And He paid it to the last act of 
service, the last drop of blood, the last 
writhings of a broken heart. 

Must the disciple of Christ drink of the 
cup of which He drank? He told two of 
them that they should and He has asked it 
of every disciple since to the extent needed 
for His best service. This and our ability 
to bear it are the only marks of difference. 


There is a beautiful story from India of 
some travelers who came to a certain city 
where the story of Jesus was being told 
and on hearing it, made answer, “Why, we 
know Him. He lives in our community.” 
A disciple of Jesus Christ had among them 
so forgotten self, so loved his fellows, so 
paid his debt, that they could not tell the 
difference. Who among us meets this test 
of discipleship? And yet I believe it is 
possible and that it has been met by crea- 
tures very much like you and I, only limited 
as before stated. 

Stephen must have met it, as must also 
his best-known persecutor after the vision 
on the Damascus road. Mackay must have 
met it in Uganda, Paton in the New Heb- 
rides, Carey in India, and numbers of oth- 
ers, mothers, fathers, sisters, brothers, in 
the unknown circles of their lives must have 
met it, else the fruitage of these lives could 
not have been. 


But to return to the thought of dealing 
justly. Not only do you owe to my Lord 
justice to your fellows, but in a more direct, 
intimate way, you owe it to Him. 


With Job we are led to ask, “How can 
a man be just with God?” Only as we ask 
this of Him can we see the path to an 
affirmative answer. Not only does He ask 
of you your love, your heart, but your life, 
and all it means. Rightly understood, there 
is no difference, but, owing to the general 
thought of these terms, they are brought to 
your attention separately. Out of the heart 
are the issues of life. Where it is given, 
there is nothing held back. Ask the true 
husband, or wife, ask the true mother how 
much is held back. All is given to the 
last drop of blood, in a speedy sacrifice, if 
necessary, always in a lifelong one. And 
so it should be with the gift of our life 
to Jesus Christ. “He that loveth the father 
or mother more than me is not worthy of 
me.” Yes, “He that despiseth not these, 
yea, and his own life also, he cannot be my 
disciple.” 


In what does your life consist? “A man’s 
life consisteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth.” But for too 
many that is just what does make it up. 
And it is to these, and their name is legion, 


that the remainder of this message is more 


directly addressed. In the ancient church 
of Abraham and Moses the tithe or tenth 
was required. Does my Lord require or 
should His Church require less to-day of 
you, the heirs of all the ages, and who hope 
to be joint-heirs with Christ of the Father’s 
glory? No, all must be laid on the altar, 
to be distributed as He directs, some of it 
for yourself, that your service be not hin- 
dered, some for your family, that they may 
be fitted for the best service of God and 
their fellows, some of it for your neighbor, 
that he may be touched by another life, 
Christ in you, some of it for your distant 
neighbors in the ghettos, in the Egypts of 
our cities, in darkest Africa, in the land 
where flows the Ganges, in what till lately 
was called “The Flowery Kingdom,” in the 
Land of the Rising Sun, in the islands of 
the sea, and in the strife-torn land just 
across our border and its sister Latin- 
American republics to the south of us, 
where a Christianity destitute of the real 
Spirit of Christ holds the people in worse 
than heathen darkness. It is for you, the 
barbarians of yesterday, but to-day heirs 
of the good hope through Christ to give 
sight to these blind, to let these captives 
go free. This is a debt you owe to my 
Lord, for His orders are, “Go ye therefore 
and teach all nations.” You may pay this 
partly with your prayers, but you must 
make them active by the return of the goods 
of which the Lord has made you steward. 
How much of them? Can you do it with 
less than the faithful Israelite, with bless- 
ings so much less than yours, who must 
look forward through faith to the Hope of 
Israel, while with us He is an ever present 
reality? The tithe was the least that he 
could give. Many of them did give less, but 
like you and I, they suffered loss. Their 
whole history tells this story. Their ma- 
terial and spiritual prosperity depended on 
it. 

The last message given to them and us 
before the Star of Bethlehem stood over the 
place where lay the world’s Redeemer was 
one urging them to prove the Lord by 
bringing all the tithes into the storehouse 
and see if He would not open the windows 
of heaven to them and pour out a blessing 
such as they would not have room to con- 
tain. And no ancient or modern Israelite 
has ever tested this promise and not had 
its fulfillment. 


Jesus also set the seal of His approval 
upon it, for while emphasizing the truth 
that the tithe and all gifts must come from 
a heart, one of whose ideals is justice and 
which is filled with the love of God, He 
said of the tithe, in reproof, “These ought 
ye to have done and not have left the other 
undone.” And the consecrated follower of 
Christ will not always be able to satisfy 
himself in this. 

The early disciples were not and many 
a disciple since has been like his Master, 
dependent on the miracles of God’s grace for 
his support and without a place of his own 
to lay his head, not because of lack of busi- 
ness ability, but because, “Pay what thou 
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owest,”” meant to him his all, and whose 
dying pillow held more of rest and peace 
than ever did his who had gained the world 
but had not gained a soul, not even his own. 

We are to lay by in store as the Lord 
has prospered us, surely not less than God’s 
people of old, but more. 

Pay what thou owest, test your God and 
do not wait for the final accounting, but 
right now “Enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord.” 


THE LUTHERAN CHURCH 


This is the third largest religious denom- 
ination of Christians in the world. The 
Roman Catholic has about 250,000,000; 
Greek Catholic Church about 150,000,000; 
Lutherans about 100,000,000. Its members 
are to be found, principally, in Germany, 
Denmark, Norway, and Sweden. There are 
about 2,000,000 in the United States. In 
1500 the Roman Catholic Church dominated 
the entire political, religious, and social life 
of Europe. Of course, all else was tribu- 
tary to it, the Pope crowning and uncrown- 
ing kings and compelling nations to refer 
all political questions to his tribunal. The 
power which the Church assumed proved 
to be its own undoing. 


This caused it to reach a point where 
the Church and morals were divorced. A 
reform was necessary. A reform was de- 
manded. God’s instrument of reform was 
a monk—Luther—who set about first mere- 
ly to correct some of the Church’s abuses. 
At that time only a few people ever saw a 
copy of the Bible. Luther was a minister, 
an ordained priest, before he ever saw a 
copy. A copy of the Book of books was 
discovered. 

Luther visited Rome, where he saw some- 
thing of the corrupt lives being led there. 
Luther was led to post a thesis of his con- 
victions publicly. He only expected a 
friendly controversy with some other priest, 
and for a while that was all it amounted 
to. This daring thesis, with such a debater 
as Luther, attracted the attention of the 
Holy Father. Finally the Pope sent for 
him to come to Rome, and Luther, knowing 
he would never return alive, refused to go. 
By this time Luther’s ideas were spreading 
with great rapidity, there being widespread 
dissatisfaction with the Church. In seven 
years a mighty change had been consummat- 
ed, and in fifty years Protestantism had 
severed the Roman Catholic Church in half. 

Luther’s chief points of difference from 
the Catholic Church were that he preached 
salvation through the Church and the Bible, 
and not through the Church alone; he re- 
duced the number of the sacraments from 
seven to two; in the Lord’s Supper he sub- 
stituted consubstantiation for transub- 
stantiation; he abolished the celibacy of 
priests and himself married a nun, and sub- 
stituted the sermon for the mass. Rome 
holds that there is a universal visible 
Church, while Luther contended that the 
universal Church is invisible.

Who Shall Be Crowned?

“What is man, that thou art mindful of 
him, or the Son of man, that thou visiteth 
him?”—Psalms 8: 4. 

The Psalmist answers his own interrog- 
atory by telling us that the purpose of his 
making was that he might be crowned with 
glory and honor, that he might have domin- 
ion over all beasts, fowls, and fishes, and 
everything upon dry land, and in the sea, 
and he himself was to be king of all things 
created. Why was man given this exalted 
position, and then subjected to such humil- 
iation and shame, as we afterward see him 
undergo? Is man subjected to shame and 
dishonor by his own will, or is it the will 
of God, or has Satan power here wielded, 
in defiance of God and man? We cannot 
believe man, blessed with such honor and 
glory, given by the hand of God, can be 
robbed by Satan and reduced to misery and 
shame, that God would stand by with His 
king, and behold him in derision, powerless 
to escape. We see the Psalmist here exalt- 
ed to the highest possible experience, and 
find Job reduced to the lowest, so much so 
that he says, “My days are few and full 
of trouble.” 

One would think, comparing the experi- 
ence of two men, that they lived in two 
worlds, if we had not the experience of the 
Apostle Paul—if we could not say, “I know 
in whom I have believed,” it would be folly 
for us to pry into those things, for we would 
not know the truth, should we discover it. 
We sometimes conclude that we have given 
the devil the advantage of the Lord in the 
start in this race of life, as we argued 
the question of rights with him who never 
had any. And we have wasted too much 
time philosophizing Satan into our plans, 
and striven to force men te go to hell, 
whether they want to or not. In the face 
of the statement of Solomon, declaring as 
man thinketh in his heart, so he is. Deny- 
ing ourselves the rights of using our great- 
est mental powers, considering the glorious 
things, and the powerful demonstration of 
the truth, encouraged by the Lord, as He 
says to us: “Greater things than these shall 
ye do, because I go to my Father.” There 
are many that would go through this world 
shouting, “Glory be to God in the highest, 
peace on earth, good-will to men.” Thus 
crowned with glory and honor, had they not 
been wrongly taught and made to believe 
that they owed the devil a debt, and must 
go down the vale of sorrow, and make their 
days few and full of trouble. 


The most incorrect saying we have to 
deal with is mental philosophy. If one 
would be a divine philosopher, he must 
make his own text-book, for it is plain to 
our minds, as long as we recognize Satan 
as teacher, or even a classmate, the farther 
we get from God. What is mind? It is 
made a little lower than beings, such as 
God has chosen for a cabinet in His own 
eternal world, cherubims and _ seraphims, 
that sing His praises continually. They 
have no night there. I cannot believe that 
Satan has any part or lot in the matter, 
only as mind permits him. I believe the 
most humble mind has the power to drive 
all evil into nonenity, if mind would only 


assert its rights and continue to wear the 
crown. 

“While they sang, Pharaoh and his hosts 
are driven into the sea.” Let me ask you, 
“Is it not possible for mind to so act, and 
think, as to be happy continually?” The 
Lord did not say, “Be careful, or Satan 
will rob you of your crown, and bring you 
to disgrace and dishonor.” I cannot believe 
that he can do that, if I believed that he 
could thus overcome and rob the Lord of 
that that rightfully belongs to Him, I would 
be ready to say, “Make friends with Balial, 
for he is to be feared.” And I could not 
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sing, “The Lord is a rock in a weary land,” 
and “He is a shelter in a time of storm,” 
and “He will take care of you,” for He 
would not be able to do so. 

But you say man is a physical being. I 
can have no conception of a being that is 
half-divine and half-devil. Where is the 
man that believes that God and the devil 
could mutually do a thing? But you say you 
must have an anatomist and hold a post- 
mortem examination before you can de- 
termine what man is. You must know 
every bone, muscle, and nerve; you must 
know the function of every organ with the 
five corporal senses, this is man. A more 
erroneous declaration could not be made, 
for surely man existed before matter. For, 
first of all, certainly God is love. And man 
(if he is man) is in the likeness and image 
of God, without an ear to listen to the 
enticements of Satan, or a nose to smell 
the sulphuric fumes from the saloons as 
you pass along the street, or an eye to look 
lustfully on that that the Lord says, “Thou 
shalt not touch,” and without tongue to lie. 
Nor hath he a muscle to be paralyzed, neith- 
er a bone to ache. 

We learn by the Word He was perfect 
and righteous, even as God was righteous 
—that He resided in a country where God 
lived, and if the Word is correct, He moved 
at times upon the face of the waters, for 
He was with the Father. For God and all 
of His hosts were spirits, occupying some- 
where in His vast domain, in the firmament 
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a place. Mounting up on wings, as eagles, 
they ran and wearied not, they walked and 
fainted not, for they were spirit, and we 
know by the Savior’s visit to the apostles 
that He needed not so much as a keyhole, 
to enter for a visit with them. Yea, truly 
the Lord is a Spirit, and seeketh such to 
worship Him as worship Him in Spirit and 
in truth. To this end He met them on the 
road to Emmaus. 

My friends, did you ever try to compute 
the time that we have taken to debate doc- 
trines, such as the fall of man, apostasy, 
and non-apostasy, and the trinity, when no 
man dare say that we ever had but one 
God, and the resurrection, and Satan’s 
rights, when he never had any; new the- 
ology, when there never was any old, since 
only a few facts had ever been revealed to 
man? Is it not much safer to risk a gospel 
of a few facts than volumes of theology, 
since man knows so little, either of himself 
or God? We can say, “God is love,” and 
confirm it, and rejoice together, and it is 
that love that brings man and God to a 
oneness. Can we not lay aside these things 
that keep us so close to the earth, and cause 
us to grovel, which are the falsities of 
Satan? And will we not drop these things 
that forbid Him working in us to the ful- 
ness of our joy, believing Him and disbe- 
lieving all other things, especially the fal- 
sities of Satan? When He tells us plainly 
that Satan is the father of lies? Can we 
not believe God to the extent that He will 
crown us with glory? Will we not worship 
Him in spirit and in truth, and wait a few 
days till He can reveal to us man’s greatest 
need and show us, as I believe, that it is 
not creed, doctrine, and theology, but more 
love? 

God I know is willing, yea, and desirous, 
to crown all with glory and honor that will 
forsake Satan. Such as are not crowned 
will be those that will not bow to God. If 
it is not that man is God-like and that he 
is a spirit, I know not for what other rea- 
son that He is mindful of him. There could 
be no other reason, to my mind, that He 
would crown him, and if he does not ap- 
proach in some way to the angelic life, He 
would not have crowned him and declared 
him a little lower than the angels. 


In God’s economy and system of govern- 
ment He selected the highest type of being 
that inhabited the world, making kings and 
priests unto God. So, would it not be well 
for us to lay all material things, such as 
creed and doctrine, and especially theology, 
and gather to ourselves the things that God 
has given us to organize that kingdom, and 
build that mansion, and in short, set up 
that kingdom that God has told us that it 
is not of this world, for we believe that our 
trouble is caused by striving to do what is 
an utter impossibility, trying to amalga- 
mate earthly and spiritual things. Let us 
ever remember that Jesus said, “My king- 
dom is not of this world.” And if you are 
ever crowned, it will be at the coronation, 
where Satan never was, and never will be, 
present. 


Remember the Savior would teach Peter 
that His church was not militant and warn- 
ed him against use of militant acts, telling 
him that such must perish by the sword. 
Christ’s Church is greater than any earthly 
institution. _If necessary, He could call on 
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the great Commander and bring to our 
defense more than twelve legions of angels. 
He is greater than any earthly power. 
Blessed be his name. Amen!

Some Pertinent Questions

My DEAR BROTHER BARRETT:—Your ar- 

ticle on page three of the issue of March 

2 came to my attention immediately upon 
receipt of that issue of THE HERALD. 


You certainly ask some very pertinent 
questions, and with your kind permission 
I shall attempt to answer a few of them 
in my weak way, thereby heaping coals of 
fire upon my own head,—but I can stand 
it, if you will only give me the privilege 
of free speech just once. 

First. In a recent article by Bro. W. D. 
Samuel, of Bluffton, Ind., there was really 
an answer to almost any question you ask, 
when he pleaded for a deeper consecration 
of the membership of the churches, for I 
believe with him, that the things set forth 
in his article (page 8, issue of Feb. 17) 
are the things ABSOLUTELY necessary 
for the church to get back in line where 
she will be fulfilling her original mission. 


Second. One of the things that is wrong 
with the church is a lot of preachers who 
are harping social service, social service, 
social service,—in fact, everything but 
service to God, led by the Holy Spirit. So- 
cial service is all right in its way, but does 
service to man count for ought unless done 
in the spirit of God? 


In one church where I conducted a re- 
vival but two persons were found who 
could pray publicly, and in another I once 
asked the teacher of a young men’s class to 
pray, and he said, “Me pray, I never prayed 
in church in my life.” And before the re- 
vival closed, that man said, “I blame it all 
on the preachers that I was never led to 
see the necessity of doing my duty before. 
All I have ever done in my life in the 
church up to the time of this meeting was 
to pay the preacher.” We do not quote 
this man to boast of our accomplishments, 
nor do we say it egotistically, for we will 
willingly give the name of the brother to 
any one who desires to correspond with 
him,—but we say it to prove our conten- 
tion that we have a lot of high salaried 
preachers who preach only, and then never 
give the Holy Spirit credit for a single 
accomplishment in the church, nor do they 
ever attempt to show men the universal 
need of realizing that INDIVIDUAL re- 
sponsibility rests upon them. 

I may be a crank, I know I am regarded 
as such by a few, but I believe it is high 


time for us to give God some of the credit 
for what He does for us, and to look to 
Him, and not to self, for more power in 
the church and in our individual lives. 


Again, Mr. Editor, there is too much 
back-biting and beating about the bush in 
our conferences. It is not an uncommon 
thing to hear people who are not affiliated 
with the church remarking upon something 
that had been said and done in some con- 
ference where the actions of the ministry 
casts reflection upon the whole Church. Of 
course these things cannot be held up as 
reasonable excuses before God for men’s 
shortcomings, but the average man seems to 
be looking for excuses, for excuse-making 
has been an inherent trait in humankind 
since the days of Adam. 


I hope I shall not be considered preju- 
diced against the ministry, for I carry a 
pastor’s license myself, but such actions in 
the conferences are to be deplored, and are 
certainly inexcusable. 

Again, Mr. Editor, we are getting away 
from the idea that men should kneel before 
God in prayer to have their sins forgiven, 
and consequently our churches are fast fill- 
ing up, (I mean the membership roll, not 
the edifice) with people who claim to be 
Christians in reality and denominational 
preference, who only stand and look and 
laugh when it is suggested that they pray. 


But to follow this cue much further 
again casts reflection upon the ministry, so 
I suppose we had better drop the iron be- 
fore it gets too hot. But why don’t some 
of the ministers put the new converts into 
the harness and use the church service as 
a sort of training school for converts where 
they are led to see the need of doing these 
essential things, as well as to use the 
church service as a place to explode new 
and sometimes dangerous theories, display 
self, fling high flights of oratory at the peo- 
ple who allow it to go clear over their 
heads because. it was not intended for the 
heart. 


No, Mr. Reader, and you, too, Mr. Editor, 
I am not taking a fling at the educated min- 
istry. I stand ready to pay tribute to re- 
finement and education, and believe our 
ministers should all be educated, if possi- 
ble, but I have more faith in the educa- 
tion of the heart by the Holy Spirit than 
I have ‘in educating the head and starting 
@ man out to preach who has never ex- 
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perienced a conversion to the old-time re- 
ligion. 

We can find many new ways of doing 
things, such as cutting hay with a gasoline 
mower, instead of a scythe, and sending 
messages across a continent by wireless, in- 
stead of by courier afoot or horse-back, but 
there is yet but one way to worship God and 
that is with a contrite heart,—for Jesus 
Christ is the same yesterday, to-day, and 
forever. 


As long as churches permit members who 
dance and play cards to teach Sunday- 
school classes, we might as well call our- 
selves a social service club, or a social serv- 
ice lodge as to call ourselves a church. 


In fact, we would have a better standing 
in the eyes of the people, for then we could 
not be accused of claiming to be one thing 
and in reality being another. 


For the church has certainly developed 
into a great big social organization where 
good roads, entertainments, and amuse- 
ments are given more attention than conver- 
sion. 


A man desires to join the lodge,—he is 
required to state in writing that he is a be- 
liever in a Supreme Being, must take oath 
to do thus and so, and is compelled to take 
upon himself certain obligations that bind 
him to the order, but now days at the close 
of the sermon, the preacher extends the in- 
vitation, the applicant for membership 
steps out, extends the right hand of fellow- 
ship, would be shocked beyond measure if 
you should ask him te repeat a prayer with 
the minister, joins the church,—and it is 
taken for granted that he is a Christian. 
Think of joining the church and never pray- 
ing. 

It is an easy matter to get fifty young 
people who are members of the church to 
attend a basket-ball game, or a football 
game, or a baseball game, who only scorn 
the idea of attending Sabbath-school on 
Sunday morning. And some one is to blame, 
—but who? Well, their names must be 
kept on the roll, or some other church will 
outstrip us in securing new members,—re- 
gardless of their fitness to belong to the 
church. 


Seemingly Ananias didn’t get along so 
smoothly as people do now-a-days when he 
tried to put it over on God and the church, 
or are we living in a different age? 


I believe, Mr. Editor, in your article on 
page three of the issue of March 2, you ex- 
ploded something. But if I were a betting 
man I would be willing to wager you a ten 
dollar hat that if your article were read in 
public, more people who are not professing 
Christians would sanction it, than will sanc- 
tion it among “the members of the cloth.” 


The big blunder you mention, to my mind, 
is, the failure on the part of the ministry 
to emphasize INDIVIDUAL RESPONSI- 
BILITY on the part of the membership. 
The members depend upon the - preachers, 
the preachers depend upon themselves, and 
consequently the average church is a one- 
man affair, instead of God-and-man affair. 


It is not until we recognize God as the 
Father, Christ as the Son, and the HOLY 
GHOST as our Leader, whose office it is 
to guide and direct our lives, that we shall 
succeed as a Church. 
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The Panama Congress

Frequently visitors to Panama mystify 
the unknowing by saying that the west end 
of the canal is farther east than the east 
end. This one will appreciate if he only 
studies geography and gets the direction of 
the canal. The Panama Canal has as- 
sumed very great importance, and is assum- 
ing still greater importance, in view of the 
terrible catastrophe which is taking place 
in Europe. 

Uncle Sam has done marvels here, and it 
seems to me that the sanitation of the Canal 
Zone and the building of towns for people 
to live in is a greater achievement than the 
digging of the canal itself. Side by side 
with Panama City on the Pacific side, Un- 
cle Sam has built a town which he calls 
Ancon, and another at the mouth of the 
canal which he calls Balboa. At Ancon he 
has a large hotel, which is said to be capa- 
ble of accommodating seven hundred guests. 
This was the seat of the Congress on Chris- 
tian Work in Latin-America, held from 
February tenth to twentieth. Large par- 
ties arriving soon after the Congress begun 
had to be turned away, because Uncle Sam 
had agreed to take care of the Congress, 
and that he did in splendid style. The ses- 
sions of the meeting were held in the ball- 
room of the hotel, which was large enough 
to accommodate all the people attending 
and several hundred more. The arrange- 
ment was very excellent, because it allowed 
most of the delegates to remain in the 
same building, and hence to visit and get 
acquainted between sessions. 

The object of the Congress was an- 
nounced beforehand and everybody had a 
chance to know that it was intended, first, 
to really ascertain conditions in Latin- 
America so far as evangelization and Chris- 
tianity are concerned, and in the second 
place, to call attention of the world and of 
missionary societies in America especially 
to Latin-America, and in the third place, to 
give such inspiration as was possible to- 
ward a further evangelization of the coun- 
tries involved. The objects of the meeting 
were thoroughly accomplished. 


The attendance was very representative, 
including 230 certified delegates and 74 
certified visitors, together with 177 visitors 
from the Canal Zone and places near by, 
making a total of 481. The delegates were 
quite evenly divided between Latin-Ameri- 
ca and the Anglo-Saxon America; 145 rep- 
resented Latin-America and 159 Anglo- 
Saxon America. Twenty-one nations had 
representation by these delegates. As to the 
personnel, it is sufficient to say that there 
were a large number of missionary admin- 
istrators from various boards and societies 
in the United States, Canada, and Great 
Britain. Then there were a number of 
bishops representing the Methodist Epis- 
copal, and the Protestant Episcopal, and 
the United Brethren denominations. From 
the Latin-American countries there were a 
number of very strong Christian men and 
women who bore a prominent part all 
through the sessions of the Congress. Then 
there were missionaries representing all 
the different boards and societies, so that 
most of the countries were represented 


in a threefold capacity. The visitors were 
largely relatives or friends of the persons 
just mentioned. Probably no more repre- 
sentative body has gathered on the western 
continents to discuss missionary questions. 


Promptly at the time designated the 
Congress met and got to work. Dr. Robert 
E. Speer was chosen chairman for the day 
sessions, and every one who is acquainted 
with him will at once surmise that the Con- 
gress was conducted in splendid fashion. 
There were some business items that had 
to be attended to, and these were all re- 
ferred to a Business Committee, presided 
over by Dr. John R. Mott, than whom there 
is no more astute leader in the missionary 
ranks of the world. The Business Commit- 
tee laid out the work for each day which 
consisted of the consideration of a commis- 
sion report. The salient points of these re- 
ports were put before the Congress for dis- 
cussion, and all persons who spoke had 
handed in their names on cards stating on 
what particular points they desired to enter 
the discussion. This was an_ excellent 
means of actually bringing the discussions 
to a point focusing the whole day’s work. 
Each day a bulletin was published which 
contained a report of the previous day’s 
business, and laid out the business for the 
current day. There were eight commission 
reports dealing with all the different 
phases of the great missionary work. For 
many months the commissions have been bus- 
ily engaged gathering material and framing 
their reports. The reports have been sub- 
mitted to all parties concerned, and after 
correction were again printed, and in this 
revised form brought before the Congress. 
Stenographic reports of all discussion were 
made, and in view of this the commission 
reports will be again revised, and finally 
the reports, together with the discussion, 
will be printed in permanent form. It is 
proposed to make a three volume report of 
the whole Congress, and in addition a popu- 
lar history will be written, the same as was 
done in behalf of the World Missionary 
Congress at Edinburgh. Similar reports 
will also be published in Portuguese and 
Spanish. 

At the close of the forenoon sessions a 
quiet hour was observed, when devotional 
themes were presented by the most capable 
speakers. The value of these quiet hours 


and of the sessions of prayer interspersed 
during the discussion of reports, were of ex- 
ceedingly great value. In the evening 
popular addresses were delivered by men 
especially chosen for that purpose. It will 
be seen from the above that every plan had 
been made to focus the whole gathering and 
make it as practical as possible. There was 
almost entire absence of mere oratory. 
During the discussion the chairman of each 
commission was allowed twenty minutes 
and following him no person was allowed to 
speak for more than seven minutes; and 
then the chairman had a few minutes for 
summing up the whole discussion. In later 
articles, we will attempt to give some idea 
ef the matter contained in the reports 
themselves. 
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It may be in place here to speak of some 
of the permanent results of the Panama 
meeting. In the first place, the proceedings 
of the Congress have been very widely re- 
ported, not only in the American press, but 
in the press of the world. The people of 
South America were especially keen to 
know what transpired. It is safe to say, 
therefore, that the attention of the religious 
world has been called in a very imperative 
manner to the needs and opportunities 
of evangelization in Latin-America. The 
various reports revealed extreme need of 
moral and spiritual enlightenment in many 
of the countries which were discussed. 
Again, very large unoccupied fields were 
brought to light, as, for example, in north- 
ern Brazil, where there are several great 
states entirely without evangelical work. 
In the opinion of most of the missionaries 
and members of the commissions, few of 
the countries are adequately occupied. An- 
other thing that was made perfectly clear, 
was the desirability of cooperation of all 
denominational agencies doing missionary 
work in Latin-America. For example, 
there was an exhibit of literature includ- 
ing both books and periodical publications. 
Devotional literature and what have been 
termed “Christian Apologetics,” offer a 
very great field for future operations. Of 
all the little magazines and papers pub- 
lished and disseminated there are none cal- 
culated to command the attention of edu- 
cated people in the various countries. Here 
then there must be cooperation in providing 
adequate plans for publication of the needed 
literature, both books and periodicals. Sim- 
ilar cooperation in evangelizing the differ- 
ent fields is needed. It is certainly to be 
hoped that there will not be overlapping 
such as there has been in many of the older 
fields, and especially in the countries of the 
east. 


Another permanent result of the Con- 
gress was the retaining of the Committee 
on Cooperation in Latin-America, the en- 
largement of the same by the addition of 
a number of persons who will give great 
weight to the Committee, and the provid- 
ing of funds for the said Committee to work 
with. During a session of the Business 
Committee in the hotel $8,500.00 were 
pledged for the use of the former Commit- 
tee. It is proposed to swell the sum to 
twelve or fifteen thousand dollars, and then 
the Committee will have permanent head- 
quarters, probably in the city of New York, 
a permanent executive secretary, and will 
be able to actually carry out a program of 
work in many parts of the great field. For 
example, what were called Regional Con- 
ferences are already being held, or will be 
held in Mexico, Cuba, Porto Rico, and sev- 
eral parts of South America. Deputations 
left for South America immediately at the 
close of the Congress. One deputation 
came to Havana, and later on will go to 
Mexico. These conferences are designed to 
bring home to the people on the field the 
spirit and the results of the Panama gath- 
ering. 

The publication of complete reports and 
popular histories of the meeting have al- 
ready been mentioned. This will be a part 
of the permanent results of the Congress. 

To an observer everything was done that 
could have been done to insure the best re- 
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sults. In subsequent articles, we will un- 
dertake to give a better idea of what the 
Congress actually had to consider in the 
reports. No one could attend the Congress, 
day after day, as all the delegates did, with- 
out being deeply impressed with the out- 
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standing features which have been men- 
tioned above. With all the planning and 
all the exercise of human wisdom, again 
and again we were reminded that human 
strength and human plans are not suffi- 
cient for the great task.

ROMANS 3:17 AND 16: 20 


We hear so much talk of this short but 
great word, “peace.” I am going to begin 
by asking this question, “How can we have 
peace as long as the Prince of Peace hasn’t 
yet come to destroy the god of this world, 
the devil?” 2 Cor. 3:4. 

Moving pictures, theaters, dances, card 
parties, gambling devices, booze, false re- 
ligions, and many other schemes of the devil 
which might be mentioned are continually 
on the job to catch every one. He is here 
as an angel of light in false religions such 
as Russellism, Christian Science, Seventh 
Day Adventism, Mormonism, Darwinism, 
and many others. He offers peace to all 
who will follow these open and covered 
temptations and snares. 

The devil is well aware of the fact that 
his days are soon to come to a close, there- 
fore he is putting forth every effort of 
every form to tempt and deceive. How are 
we, who have been redeemed by the precious 
blood of Jesus, going to be entirely able to 
stand against the wiles of this “angel of 
light” mentioned in 2 Cor.

4: 15-17 says that Christ is com- 
ing for His saints, after which takes place 
the marriage of Christ and His bride, the 
Church. The devil has complete control of 
affairs on the earth for a period of time, 
at the end of which he is bound and cast 
into the bottomless pit (Rev. 20:1-8).

It seems 
that God loves this generation more than 
past generations because of the countless 
blessings that He is continually and in- 
creasingly pouring down upon us. If we 
have had our telescope focused on the 
things of this old sin-sick world, let us raise 
it heavenward to Jesus. Pessimists will be- 
come optimists and the world will be made 
brighter. 


Again I repeat, there cannot be peace 
until the Prince of Peace comes, so let us 
pray and work for Him to come soon (Rev. 
22: 20). 
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It is very important that we should know 
the truth, because the truth alone can set 
us free. Many a man freed from a prison 
cell is still a prisoner because he does not 
know the truth, and perhaps some men be- 
hind prison bars are free men, because they 
know the truth.

“Ye shall know the truth and 
the truth shall make you free.”

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Key Word to the Book of Acts

The Bible belongs to the literature of 
power. It is the Book of power. The first 
five books of the Old Testament show the 
power of God. The Power that creates a 
world (Kosmos) speaks (baru) life into 
matter, as plant, animal, or man; destroys 
a wicked race, delivers His people from 
Egypt, opens the Red Sea and divides the 
waters of the Jordan. In the history of 
Israel we see the working of the power of 
righteousness; in the New Testament the 
power of love; in 
the Acts, the 
power of the 
Holy Spirit. 

In a_ former 
series of articles 
it was shown 
that in the 
Pentateuch and 
in the Psalms 
there was not 
only a key-word 
to each collection, 
but also to each 
book, and that 
somewhere in 
that book there 
was a verse containing the key-word to the 
book. The same is true of the New Testa- 
ment Pentateuch—the four Gospels and 
Acts. 

In Matthew Jesus is the promised Mes- 
siah. In Mark, the mighty Man, Man of 
power; in Luke, the Son of man, the rep- 
resentative Man; in John, the Son of God; 
in Acts, Power. 

In the Psalms we found in each a major 
and minor key related to each other as the 
major and minor keys of an instrument. 
The same remarkable fact is seen in Acts. 

Key verse—Acts 1:8. “Ye shall receive 
Power after that the Holy Spirit is come 
upon you and ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the uttermost parts 
of the earth.” 


This word power is the key-word to the 
whole book. Its major note is POWER, its 
minor note, witness. Power is the major 
idea in Acts, because without it the witness 
would be ineffective, and His message (the 
Word) ineffectual. Without it his soul 
would never catch the harmony of heavenly 
voices, or his lips speak the words that win 
men to Christ. 


Before Pentecost, in obedience to the last 
command of their Savior, the disciples are 
waiting for power. At Pentecost this Pow- 
er descends, purifying, enlightening, ener- 
gizing, and unifying. In the waiting, pray- 
ing Church that Power expresses itself in 
spiritual utterance that is a new language 
to the disciples, a universal tongue to the 
hearers—the language of the Spirit. The 
harmony of heaven expressing itself in the 
universal language of the Spirit-born soul. 

The Church at Jerusalem becomes a dyn- 
amo of power, which shows itself in an 
ideal Church, eager to learn, devout in 
spirit, doing wonders and signs (powers), 
brotherly, liberal, worshiping, joyful, re- 
ceiving members and training them in the 
apostles’ teaching, in fellowship, in ordi- 
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nances, and in prayer. To such a church 
daily were added such as were saved. 
Witnessing in that Power, Peter preaches 
a sermon that adds thousands to the 
Church, heals the lame man, cures the sick, 
and raises Dorcas, and offers the gospel to 
Gentile Cornelius. Witnessing in that Pow- 
er, Phillip brings the hated Samaritans in- 
to the kingdom and sends the rejoicing 
Eunuch as the first missionary to Africa. 
Stephen and many a Christian martyr 
witnessing of His power to save and sus- 
tain overcomes the intellectual opposition as 
represented in Paul, and the witness of 
those from Jerusalem and Antioch church- 
es, full of the Holy Spirit, caused the rapid 
spread of Christianity, establishing itself in 
political Philippi, intellectual Athens, com- 
mercial Corinth, and imperial Rome. 


AN OPEN LETTER TO G. W. SHEPHERD 


“Why So Much Confusion?” : 


“No one can realize the amount of ‘con- 
fusion about the identity of the Christian 
Church among other denominations, and 
even the outside world, until he gets out 
among these churches and peoples.” 

DEAR SIR AND BROTHER:—Your query 
and frank statement merit careful and 
candid reply. 

There cannot be a result without a cause. 
The source of all the “confusion” relating 
to Disciples and Christians may be easily 
traced to the fact that the Christians have 
been in error in the main in their dealing 
from the pulpit to the pew. There has 
been a lack of consistency between their 
promise and performance. 


Subtlety on the part of our best speakers 
and writers has not prevented the discern- 
ing and discriminating public from punc- 
turing the veneer that has. overlain 
the real vital and unique position of the 
Christians, and which has resulted in more 
than partial eclipse to them as a distinct 
denomination. 

Had ministers in the Christian Church 
not become dogmatic where there is no 
shadow, pretext, or excuse for dogmatism, 
there never could, or would, have been any 
collusion on the part of certain Disciples 
and Christians. 

The addition or elimination of “Connec- 
tion” is neither here nor there, so far as 
regards the innocent bystander. He still 
is expecting to see promise and perform- 
ance equally balanced on the religious 
teeter-board. 


A very sad dilemna and how it all came 
about, in the author’s Illumination of Fund- 
amentals in no uncertain manner aptly, 
forcibly, and truthfully sets forth the 
cogent reasons as to why and how “con- 
fusion” exists in minds of people in their 
effort to differentiate between Disciples and 
Christians. It is quite difficult under exist- 
ing conditions to convince the bystander 
that the Christians are not a fractional in- 
tegral part of the Disciple propaganda. 

The writer has long time ceased to apol- 
ogize, now gives time and attention to cor- 
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rection of the grave error which has re- 
sulted in bringing us to the point where 
the everlasting query: “Why so much con- 
fusion?” need longer obtain. 

The Disciples of Christ are to be blamed 
for arrogating to themselves the name 
Christian without adopting the cardinal 
principles of the Christians, just as it 
would be confusing for the Methodist 
Church to say, “We are the Christian 
Church,” without saying Methodist Chris- 
tian, or Baptist Christian, or Presbyterian 
Christian, etc. 

Had Christians consistently adhered to 
their doctrinal tenets, refrained from dal- 
liance with Disciples on their one extreme 
and erroneously dogmatic plank in their 


platform of principles, they would to-day 


undoubtedly lead the world numerically, 
financially, and spiritually. 

The writer attaches no blame to the Dis- 
ciples for “Why so much confusion,” but 
places it where it truly and rightly belongs, 
on Christians for their failure to comply 
with their own propositions as always sub- 
mitted to those who seek affiliation and fel- 
lowship in the Christian Church.

When Moses was to prepare the ark of 
the covenant and the various implements 
and vessels to be used in the worship of 
God, he was not left to conjecture as to 
their form, or follow his own ideas, but 
the Lord gave him an exact pattern of 
everything required, and then charged him 
strictly: “See that thou make all things 
according to the pattern showed to thee in 
the mount.” 


So Christ has given us in His life a per- 
fect pattern of obedience. His own feet 
trod the path of duty, and if we are will- 
ing to learn what is required of us, we 
should ask not only, “What did Christ say?” 
but “What did He do?” In following His 
footsteps we may always feel that we are 
in the path of duty. 
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Like Moses in approaching the burning 
bush, we must draw near with reverence, 
for the ground whereon we stand is holy 
ground. 

We fear the ordinances of the Lord’s 
house are becoming altogether too far in 
the background. No man has outlived the 
doctrines and duties of the Christian relig- 
ion. What was binding upon the Church in 
apostolic days is binding upon us to-day. 

In the early history of the Christian 
Church in Canada, baptism immediately 
followed repentance. There was no con- 
sulting the season or waiting for warm 
weather, but at present the ordinance of 
baptism seems to have lost its force and 
importance with many. 

One church especially we know of, 
the baptistry has been removed from the 
church to give place for a pipe-organ, and 
at present there are a number of candidates 
desiring baptism, but no baptistry in a 
town of about six thousand inhabitants, and 
no respectable out-door place to administer 
the ordinance. 

It certainly would be well “to stand in 
the ways and see and ask for the old 
paths.”

THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 


John Calvin was the originator of Pres- 
byterianism. Numerically they are the 
largest of any Protestant body except the 
Lutherans. 


Calvin was a French priest, who was 
driven from Geneva by persecution. At 
the age of twenty-seven he produced his 
first religious work, which has been classed 
as the most influential volume ever publish- 
ed on theology. 

Some of the sturdiest and most influen- 
tial examples of Christianity were produced 
by Calvinism. They include the Puritans 
and the Huguenots. While the Presbyter- 
ians and Baptists in this country contend 
about who was the leader in advocating the 
separation of church and state, both in 
Holland and Scotland, the Presbyterian 
Church and state were once united. 


Presbyterianism spread from Switzerland 
to southern France, where the severest per- 
secution was visited on its followers, who 
were almost exterminated. It extended into 
Holland and Scotland, later. 

In Scotland, John Knox: successfully re- 
sisted the efforts of Queen Mary to restore 
the Roman Catholic Church, although he 
was imprisoned and punished. Their his- 
tory is well known in the United States. 
More presidents than one were brought up 
in this faith. D. A. L.

Both body, mind, and spirit may become 
strong and active, when self is eliminated 
and Christ’s own Spirit dwells within. But 
we must empty ourselves to make room for 
this beauteous Tenant. 

A fairy story of impossibilities? No, in- 
deed! A grand and glorious fact that only 
“the few” are grasping and clasping to 
their hearts—“the pearl of great price.” 

Listen! What does it say in Isaiah 
56: 10? 

“His watchmen are blind, they are all 
ignorant, they are all dumb dogs, they can- 
not bark; sleeping, lying down, living to 
slumber.” 

“Blind watchmen” are of little use, their 
ignorance inexcusable, and the appellation 
of “dumb dogs” a disgrace to their calling. 

How many professed Christians are 
asleep to the rich possibilities with which 
God has endowed them. “Lying down” in 
ease when the warning has been given, “Be 
ye ready!” “Loving to slumber” when 
there is a crying need of being awake to 
the awful need of humanity. Souls going 
down-to death (sixty each minute) and so 
many lost souls! 

The blessed Lord stands waiting to en- 
dow us with power to save, power to do His 
will, power to rise above self and out of its 
hampering chains. 

Why not accept that power? Why not be 
filled with God’s grace and His divine Spir- 
it? Must we wait until heaven is reached 
ere we receive this endowment? No! The 
blessed Lord stands ready to give all we 
will receive. 

This is called the age of civilization; but 
in spiritual intelligence the human race is 
sadly lacking. Modern. religion—modern 
nonsense of all sorts, is filling the heads of 
people to the exclusion of God’s Holy Spirit 
within the heart. 

“His watchmen” are blinded by the devil’s 
own wiles, for he often deceives the very 
elect. “Ignorant” of the Bible’s real truths 
and deep meaning. “Loving to slumber” 
because living on the surface of life is so 
much easier than delving deep into the soil 
of truth.

SAMARIA AND PROPHECY

Travelers tell us that the site of Samaria 
has been converted into gardens, the place 
also containing, but only on the north side, 
ruins that testify, to some extent, to its 
former importance as a city. 

In the Bible we read: “I will make 
Samaria as an heap of the field and as 
plantings of a vineyard; and I will pour 
down the stones thereof into the valley; 
and I will discover the foundations thereof” 
(Micah 1: 6). 

Samaria was enlarged and adorned by 
Herod the Great and given the name of 
Sebaste. A Christian bishop had his seat 
there, and the history of the city is brought 
down to a date far remote from the time 
of Micah’s prophecy. There can be no 
doubt as to the exact fulfillment of the pre- 
diction, Micah’s words harmonizing com- 
pletely with the condition of the site of 
Samaria. 

Of Tyre it was said by prophecy, “It shall 
be a place for the spreading of nets in the 
midst of the sea;” the great city of Baby- 
lon was to become heaps and wholly deso- 
late; Jerusalem was to be trodden down of 
the Gentiles; and of various other cities 
of old the prophetic declarations minutely 
described the distant future of each place. 

Suppose that Samaria to-day were mere- 
ly heaps, a desolation, as the site of Baby- 
lon is, and that Babylon were laid out in 
gardens, how infidels would have ridiculed 
the Bible! But to each city has come the 
exact condition that prophecy declared. 
What could be more wonderful than this? 


It is when we have borne submissively 
some dreadful sorrow that we see the gold- 
en ladder reaching upward, as did Perpetua 
from the darkness of the dungeon; when we 
have given ourselves to some great work 
and wrought it, by God’s help and the in- 
spiration of His Spirit, triumphantly to the 
end, that the vision is granted us.—Rev. R.

The discovery of a new comet by 
Neujmin was announced recently in a 
cablegram to the Harvard observatory from 
Prof. Backlund, of the Imperial observatory 
at Pulkowa, Russia. 





The battleship Pennsylvania made a 
maximum speed of 21.7 knots an hour, 
three-quarters of a knot more than is re- 
quired by the specifications, in her test last 
week. All her trials had been successful. 





Wireless censorship regulations have 
been changed so that they now read: “The 
restriction as to movements of war or other 
vessels of belligerents shall not apply to 
messages received from belligerent shore 
radio stations.”. It applies only to Ger- 
many, as Great Britain is using the cable. 


According to official information 
made public recently, Germany’s next ordi- 
nary budget, which includes 2,000,000,000 
marks ($476,000,000) interest on war loans, 
will reach at least 5,500,000,000 marks 
($1,309,000,000). The highest previous 
budget, that of 1913-1914, reached only a 
little more than 3,500,000,000 marks. 





——An agreement has been made to in- 
crease the income of the mine workers in 
the soft coal fields of western Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, which repre- 
sents nearly 200,000 miners, about $15,000,- 
000 during the two-year period the contract 
is to run and it will have an influence on 
the wage conferences to be held in other 
bituminous fields. 





A bill has been introduced in the 
national House of Representatives designed 
to take the Post-Office Department out of 
politics. The measure would place all first, 
second, and third-class post-offices under 
the classified civil service rules. Post- 
masters would be appointed for merit and 
experience in the postal service, and pro- 
moted from lower ranks. 


The bread card, which has been a 
year in operation, will be supplemented 
henceforth in Greater Berlin by a similar 
regulation with respect to the butter sup- 
ply. The executive authorities have decid- 
ed to limit the sale of butter to a quarter 
of a pound for each person weekly, to be 
obtained on presentation of the bread card. 
Other cities are also affected. , 





—tThe dredging fleet in the Panama 
Canal established a new record during 24 
hours, having taken 57,000 cubic yards of 
earth out of the Gaillard cut in that period. 
The previous high mark was less than 45,- 
000 cubic yards. Of the amount taken out 
in the record achievement, the dredge 
Cascadas alone removed 23,500 cubic yards. 
The former record was 18,000 cubic yards. 


——Germany has indicated her willing- 
ness to conduct undersea warfare in accord- 
ance with the law prevailing at the out- 
break of the war, providing Great Britain 
and her allies would regard the same laws, 
and expressing the hope that the people 
of the United States, remembering the long- 
existing friendly relations between the two 
nations, would appreciate the German 
position. 


——Figures show that since the begin- 
ning of the war the export of horses to 
Europe totaled more than 500,000, valued 
at $125,000,000. The price for them de- 
clined from $240 in 1914 to $207 in Novem- 
ber, 1915, the last month for which com- 
plete reports were issued. 


——One hundred and one indictments 
against one hundred brewing companies 
were returned March 3 by the federal 
grand jury in Pittsburgh, Pa., which has 
been investigating the alleged political ac- 
tivities of brewers. The indictments charge 
the brewing companies and the association 
with conspiracy in the alleged unlawful ex- 
penditure of money in elections, at which 
votes for federal officials were being cast. 


President Wilson, on March 7, com- 
pletely and decisively won his long and sen- 
sensational fight to compel Congress to ac- 
knowledge that it stands behind him in the 
submarine negotiations with Germany. To 
to rallying cries of “Stand by the Presi- 
dent!” and “It is Lansing and Wilson or 
von Bernstorff and the Kaiser!” a big 
Democratic majority and nearly half of the 
Republicans in the House three times rolled 
up overwhelming votes against the move- 
ment to warn Americans off the armed 
ships of the European belligerents. 


Roller-skates are said to have 
brought the inventor nearly $5,000,000, 
while nearly half a million was realized 
by the man who first devised boot-laces. 
The inventor of the safety-pin, who took 
the idea from the reproduction of a Pom- 
peiian fresco, made $10,000,000. The in- 
ventor of the bicycle, Michaux, ended his 
days in the utmost penury; and Frederick 
Sauvage, who is credited with the inven- 
tion of the screw propeller, was imprisoned 
and died bankrupt and insane. The man 
who discovered and described the principle 
of the telephone, in 1855, Charles Bourseul, 
died poor. 








An invention of a retired admiral of 
the Japanese Navy is a paper lifeboat that 
can be packed away in the space of about 
one cubic foot, but that, when inflated, is 
seaworthy and durable. The boat is con- 
structed from the Japanese paper called 
hashikirazu, which is treated chemically to 
make it waterproof. The paper comes from 
the mulberry tree. It is unusually durable, 
and possesses great strength when the 
stresses are in the direction of the fibre. 
Owing to its strength and lightness, and its 
waterproof qualities, the hashikirazu paper 
is evidently adapted to a wide range of 
uses, among which are the making of cov- 
erings for aeroplane wiags and for dirigible 
balloons. 


——tThe Senate committee on post-offices 
and post-roads voted unanimously in favor 
of reporting to the Senate the bill which its 
sub-committee submits for federal aid in 
States in the building of good roads. The 
bill provides an appropriation of $5,000,000 
for the first year, $10,000,000 for the sec- 
ond, $15,000,000 for the third, $20,000,000 
for the fourth, and $25,000,000 for the fifth. 
The act then expires unless renewed. The 
money is to be apportioned among the 





States on the combined basis of population, 
area, and rural delivery mail routes equally 
considered. Each State is to contribute 
an amount equal to the federal allotment 
in order to obtain the latter. 


——tThe Pasteur Institute of Paris has 
made the declaration that one of the most 
powerful stimulants known is milk. It has 
been in use for months as the one stimu- 
lant for the French soldiers in the trenches, 
and its effect on them has amply justified 
the statement made by the famous insti- 
tute in regard to it. 


Professor Beattie of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture says that investi- 
gation proves that only the very highest 
grade of peanuts are used in peanut-butter 
manufacturing, and that the work of trans- 
forming peanuts into butter is conducted in 
an absolutely sanitary manner. Peanut- 
butter is a wholesome and nutritious pro- 
duct, and has become a popular article 
on our markets. In 1912 one manufacturer 
alone used over one hundred and thirty cars 
of shelled peanuts in the production of six 
million small jars of this food. Other man- 
ufacturers used large quantities, the total 
consumption of peanuts for the manufac- 
ture of peanut-butter alone amounting to 
approximately one thousand carloads of 
shelled peanuts, or one million bushels. 





The following has been given as the 
origin of leap year, when women are per- 
mitted to propose: “It appears that in the 
year 1288 a statute was published by the 
Scotch Parliament ordaining that during 
the reign of ‘Her Maist Blessit Majesty 
Margaret,’ every maiden and lady of high 
or low estate should have liberty to speak 
to the man she liked. If he refused to take 
her to be his wife, she should have the 
privilege of fining him 100 pounds or less, 
according to his estate, unless he should 
make it appear that he was betrothed to 
another woman, in which case he would be 
free to refuse. After the death of Mar- 
garet, the women of Scotland became so 
clamorous for their privileges, that, to ap- 
pease them, another act of Parliament al- 
lowed them to propose every fourth year.” 





A tour, which is regarded by admin- 
istration leaders as an important step to- 
ward development of close relations among 
the American republics, is to be taken, the 
party to start March 8 for Buenos Aires, 
carrying the United States section of the 
international high commission, which is to 
continue the work begun at the Pan-Amer- 
ican Financial Congress, held in Washing- | 
ton last May. Stops will be made en route 
at Port of Spain, Trinidad, Rio Janeiro, 
and. Montevideo, and Buenos Aires will be 
reached March 31. The cruiser Tennessee 
will convey the party to the Southland. 
Conferences with financiers and public offi- 
cials of several countries will be held, while 
at Buenos Aires a meeting of the full com- 
mission will be held, which is expected to 
last until April 15, and at that place ques- 
tions of uniform legislation on many topics 
of commercial interest will be discussed. 
This is regarded as a very important mis- 
sion.

THE EXECUTIVE BOARD MEETING 


The Executive Board of The American 
Christian Convention met in the Chapel of 
The Christian Publishing Association Build- 
ing, Dayton, Ohio, on Tuesday, March 7, 
1916, and was called to order by Rev. F. G. 
Coffin, D. D., President of the Convention, 


at 10: 30 in the forenoon. 


The following-named members were pres- 


ent: F. G. Coffin, D. B. Atkinson, O. S. 
Thomas, S. O. Albaugh, W. G. Sargent, 
M. T. Morrill, and J. F. Burnett. 


The opening devotional service was con- 
ducted by Rev. D. B. Atkinson, D. D., 
President of Jireh College. 

The president made a few introductory 
remarks explaining the reasons for post- 
poning the meeting from January until 
March. 

A motion carried inviting the visiting 
ministers and persons connected with The 
Christian Publishing Association to attend 
the sessions at their pleasure, and Rev. 
Omer S. Thomas was appointed to bear to 
them the invitation. 


The Convention Secretary submitted a 
written report, in which he recited the busi- 
ness the Board had transacted by corre- 
spondence, and called attention to matters 
which would demand attention at this ses- 
sion. Among the items brought forward 
by the Secretary was the appointment by 
Defiance College and The Christian Bibli- 
cal Institute of Doctor Martyn Summerbell, 
D. D., President of Palmer Institute and 
Starkey Seminary, and Vice-President of 
Defiance College, to present the proposed 
union of the two institutions. At three 
o’clock of the afternoon, according to a vote 
of the Board, Doctor Summerbell was given 
time for said presentation. The Doctor re- 
quested that his address be taken in short- 
hand, which was done by Miss Amy Ruse 
and Mr. Netum Rathbun. 


A motion to request the trustees of the 
two institutions to defer action until after 
the next session of The American Chris- 
ian Convention was not seconded. The pro- 
posed amendments to the charters of the 
two institutions were carefully considered 
and approved as presented, except one or 
two, which were amended. It should be 
stated that the Executive Board of the Con- 
vention had no authority in the matter, and 
all it did, or could do, was to advise or 
approve. The final authority is vested in 
the trustees of the institutions, which do 
not meet ‘in regular session until June, 
1916. The discussion on the several items 
was open, frank, and free. One member 
was excused from voting, otherwise the vote 
was harmonious and unanimous on all the 
propositions. 

Rev. M. T. Morrill, Secretary for the De- 
partment of Foreign Missions, submitted 
the report of the department, and Rev. W. 
G. Sargent, Secretary for the Department 
of Education, submitted the report of the 
department, both of which were received, 
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Official Departments at Work 


which filled up the measure of time for the 
first day. 

Tuesday forenoon was taken up in hear- 
ing an address from Hermon Eldredge, and 
the investigation and consideration of sug- 
gested plans in the interest of Religious 
Education. There had been a strong senti- 
ment for several months in favor of se- 
curing Mr. Eldredge to take charge of such 
work as he outlined before the Board, and 
some official action had been taken by some 
of the Convention departments. But it was 
ascertained that the obligations and engage- 
ments of Mr. Eldredge make such an em- 
ployment at this time absolutely impossible, 
and the best service that could be secured 
from him was to superintend the work dur- 
ing its inauguration, and the development 
of a plan, and the finding of a field. A 
committee was appointed to report upon the 
matter, which it did, and the report was 
carefully considered, and then recommitted, 
that the committee might counsel with Mr. 
Eldredge. As a result of it all, the com- 
mittee submitted the following report, 
which was unanimously adopted: 


Your committee appointed to consider 
the employment of a Secretary of Religious 
Education, reports as follows: 

We recommend that $900.00 be appropri- 
ated for the inaugurating of a campaign of 
religious education, under the direction of 
Mr. Hermon Eldredge, $600.00 to be de- 
voted to office and other expenses, and 
$300.00 to Mr. Eldredge for directing the 
initial movement. 


We further recommend that the basis of 
distribution of cost for one year be as fol- 


lows:

The amount to be paid monthly, dating 
from the time of beginning the work. 

For the most effectual working out of 
the movement itself, further recommenda- 
tion is made that consultation be had as 
need may arise with the Convention execu- 
tive officers, and heads of departments. 

The Convention Secretary called the at- 
tention of the Board to the fact that the 
Convention had asked all the ministers of 
the Christian Church to raise one dollar 
each, during each year of the present 
quadrennium, for the Federal Council 
Fund, and that it was difficult to interest 
the ministers in the matter, and asked the 
assistance of the Board. Rev. D. B. Atkin- 
son, Rev. Omer S. Thomas, and Prof. S. O. 
Albaugh were appointed to draft a letter to 
the ministers to accompany the Call, which 
the Convention Secretary is to send out. 
The committee reported as follows, which 
was adopted by the Board, and will be sign- 
ed by the individual members thereof: 

March 8, 1916. 

DEAR BROTHER:—The American Chris- 
tian Convention is a member of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica. The Convention obligated itself to pay 
its full assessment to the Federal Council, 
and appeals to each minister of the Chris- 
tian Church to raise one dollar each year 
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for this purpose. The Council is doing a 
large, splendid work for the kingdom of 
God, and represents in its spirit and plans 
many of the things for which we have long 
contended. Our sense of duty to ourselves, 
and to the larger interests of the kingdom, 
should impel us to respond to the call of 
the Convention for funds. We as members 
of the Executive Board of The American 
Christian Convention, kindly ask you to re- 
spond to the request of the Convention Sec- 
retary for at least one dollar for the Fed- 
eral Council. 


During the session the various depart- 
ments reported, and quite an amount of 
routine business was transacted. 

The matter of the People’s Colored Chris- 
tian Conference of Ohio, which was refer- 
red to the Executive Board, by action of 
The American Christian Convention, was 
taken up and carefully and fully considered. 
The following resolution was offered and 
adopted concerning it: 

WHEREAS, “The People’s Colored Chris- 
tian Conference of Ohio” has been properly 
organized and legally incorporated under 
the laws of Ohio, and 

WHEREAS, its membership, and the field 
of activity is in Ohio, and in the midst of 
Christian churches, and 

WHEREAS, It is far removed from the 
people of its own race who belong to the 
Christian Church, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we give it membership in 
The American Christian Convention. 

Rev. F. G. Coffin, President of The Amer- 
ican Christian Convention, and Rev. W. G. 
Sargent, D. D., Secretary for the Depart- 
ment of Education, were elected to repre- 
sent the Convention in the meeting of the 
American Branch of the World’s Alliance 
of the Churches for the Promotion of In- 
ternational Friendship in Cooperation with 
the Church Peace Union, to be held at Long 
Island, April 26 to 28, 1916. 

The Christian Publishing Association was 
requested to put in form for free distribu- 
tion, or to be sold at a nominal price, the 
address given by Rev. Austin Craig before 
the New Jersey Christian Conference in 
1850. 


The following resolution was adopted, 
which, being of general interest to our peo- 
ple, is given in full: 


The proposed Interdenominational Edu- 
cational Campaign by the Council of 
Church Boards having been presented by 
the Educational Board, it was moved by the 
Executive Board of The American Chris- 
tian Convention to hereby endorse the pro- 
posed cooperation of the Educational Board 
of the Christian Church in the movement, 
it being understood that voluntary pledges 
be secured as far as possible to defray the 
expenses of the campaign. 


A committee was appointed to draft and 
send a message of appreciation and sym- 
pathy to Rev. J. G. Bishop, D. D., the re- 
port of which follows: 


WHEREAS, Rev. Dr. and Mrs. Bishop have 
been faithful servants of the Lord Jesus for 
many years, and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Bishop has shown his in- 
terest in our church work by attending all 
the meetings of the Executive Board of 
The American Christian Convention since 
1890, and 
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WHEREAS, The sickness of Dr. and Mrs. 
Bishop has prevented Dr. Bishop from at- 
tending the present meeting of the Board, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we express our apprecia- 
tion of the services of Brother and Sister 
Bishop and sympathy with them in their 
present affliction, assuring them that our 
prayer is that they may be speedily restor- 
ed to their usual health and that they may 
be richly blessed with all spiritual blessings.

A committee appointed to canvass mat- 
ters submitted from British Guiana sub- 
mitted a report which, when adopted, 
authorized the sending of the following let- 
ter to Rev. J. A. Johnson, 89 St. James 
St., Albouystown, Georgetown, British 
Guiana: 


To All Persons or Parties Concerned: 

This is to certify that to the best of our 
knowledge and belief, Rev. J. A. Johnson, 
of Georgetown, British Guiana, South 
America, has fully adopted the principles 
of the Christian Denomination in America, 
and is doing Christian work and organizing 
Christian churches in accordance with said 
principles; wherefore, the Executive Board 
of The American Christian Convention, the 
representative body of the said Christian 
Denomination in America, has extended fel- 
lowship to Rev. J. A. Johnson and the con- 
gregations and churches organized by him 
on the principles of said Denomination, and 
declares them entitled to representation in 
the general gatherings of the said Amer- 
ican Christian Convention, and to such rec- 
ognition, civil or otherwise, as that relation 
may entitle them to. 

Provided, That the extending of such fel- 
lowship does not grant authority to make 
any bargain or incur any debt or expendi- 
ture in the name of the said Christian De- 
nomination, The American Christian Con- 
vention, or its Executive Board, except such 
as may hereafter be specifically authorized 
by the bodies just named; nor do the bodies 
mentioned assume legal obligations of any 
kind for Rev. J. A. Johnson, his congrega- 
tions, or churches.

tion at the time appointed for such appeals 
and denominational demands. All such 
matter to be signed by the President and 
Secretary of the Convention. 

Letters were received and read from Rev. 
W. C. Wicker, Secretary for the Depart- 
ment of Sunday-schools, and W. A. Harper, 
President of Elon College and Secretary 
for the Department of Christian Endeavor, 
and a reply drafted and mailed to them in 
the name of the Board. 

Rev. W. C. Wicker resigned his member- 
ship on the International Lesson Commit- 
tee, which was accepted, and Hermon El- 
dredge, of Erie, Pa., was chosen to fill the 
place made vacant by said resignation. The 
reason for the resignation was the press of 
college and ministerial duties. 

The Board was in session from Tuesday 
forenoon until Thursday afternoon, hold- 
ing one evening session. The reports from 
all the departments showed encouraging re- 
sults, and it is safe to say that our people 
have great reason to rejoice and be glad.

Lesson for March 26, 1916 


REVIEW 
(Read Rev. 7: 9-17) 


Golden Text—They shall hunger no more, 
neither thirst any more; neither shall the 
sun light on them, nor any heat. For the 
Lamb which is in the midst of the throne 
shall feed them, and shall lead them into 
living fountains of waters: and God shall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes.—Rev.

General Principle—The Holy Spirit is the 
unfailing power that abides with, gives 
power to, and guides with efficiency Chris- 
tian workers.

Introduction 


The book of the Acts is a panoramic 
view of the acts of the Holy Spirit in the 
apostolic Church. Here we find the revela- 
tion of the way the teachings of Christ 
were understood by the first apostles; here 
we find the dynamic workings of the gos- 
pel for the salvation of mankind; here we 
see the evidence of the saving power of 
Christianity which saves from sin to right- 
eousness, from impurity to holiness. The 
disciples seemed conscious of the divine 
Presence guiding them day by day. They 
evidently consciously believed in the divine 
immanence directing them in all their con- 
duct in establishing the gospel and extend- 
ing the Church. The work of the apostles 
in the early Church was an unbroken, pro- 
gressive development of the work of Christ. 
They were making real His ideal and teach- 
ings. The Gospel according to Luke gave 
an account of what Jesus began to do and 
to teach, and the Acts continues to tell what 
he continued to do through the apostles and 
to teach for the spread of truth beyond the 
boundary line of the Jewish nationality. 


The Thread of Teachings 


In the beginning of our study we consid- 
ered the great doctrine of the ascension of 
Christ and its relation to His earthly career 
and the fulfillment of His power to endue 
the disciples with the power of service for 
larger witnessing to the world concerning 
the resurrection of Christ and the preach- 
ings the gospel of glad tidings. 

On the day of Pentecost we shall see the 


o 


fulfillment of this promise of the Holy Spir- 
it fulfilled. The Church was in the right 
condition for the Spirit to come and make 
Himself fully known to the Church in His 
initial work of convincing the world of sin 
in the crucifixion of Christ, of righteous- 
ness in His life and teachings, and of a 
judgment .in which they should be judged 
according to the deeds done in the body. 
Peter, the vacillating disciple, became with 
the coming of the Holy Spirit the brave, 
courageous apostle who could declare with 
unflinching firmness the truth of God con- 
cerning Christ. The sermon that he preach- 
ed had all the elements of a good discourse 
in it. He rehearsed in their presence the 
things that they were well acquainted with 
in preparation for his conclusion and convin- 
cing truth of the claims of Jesus Christ 
and so prepared his audience that results 
were immediately seen in the salvation of 
three thousand souls. 

With the evidence of the life-giving spir- 
it on the day of Pentecost, we studied the 
Spirit of Life as revealed in the teachings 
of the apostle to the Gentiles, showing the 
wide range of the working and saving pow- 
er of this Spirit. This also shows the vic- 
tory of the Spirit in the life of every one 
that trusts in God. With the ruling power 
of the Spirit in the life, we become sons of 
God and joint-heirs with Christ. The Spir- 
it helps us in our infirmities, and we are 
assured that neither life nor death nor 
principalities nor powers, nor any other 
creature, shall separate us from the love of 
God in Christ Jesus. 


As an evidence of the wonderful power of 
the Spirit to help us in our infirmities, the 
lame man at the Beautiful Gate was made 
to arise and go leaping and praising God 
to the temple. Christianity helps the needy, 
but the best help it renders is to help a man 
to help himself rather than make him de- 
pendent upon further help as a charity. 

The preaching of the apostles attended 
by their help to others arouses the opposi- 
tion of wicked men. The lame man healed 
became an object lesson from which the 
apostles taught the power of God and the 
truth of the teachings of Jesus Christ. 
Peter was bold to reprove wickedness which 
led to the development of guilt on the part 
of those who had sinned. He was very 
practical in his teachings. He expected re- 
sults and results followed. He laid bare 
the wickedness of the hearts of the people 
and then showed the remedy to be in Jesus 
Christ and results followed. When the 
apostles were put to the test, they were un- 
faltering in their devotion to God and to 
duty. They were divinely chosen, divinely 
called preachers, and did not confer with 
flesh and blood for their true commission 
and authority to preach the gospel. The 
commands of man did not make them 
swerve from the path of duty. 


The true Spirit of Christ, which shows 
the greatness of humility, is taught by Paul 
when he teaches that Christ emptied Him- 
self of all reputation and took upon Himself 
the form of a servant and was made in the 
likeness of sinful man, and tasted death for 
every man, whereby God highly exalted 
Him and gave Him a name which was 
above every name, to whom every knee 
must bow and whom every tongue must 
confess in honor and exaltation for all time. 
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True greatness came to Him as it must 
come to us by humility of spirit, which leads 
to true greatness. We must crucify the 
flesh, we must practice asceticism to that 
extent that the right spirit shall rule in 
our members and the natural man shall be 
brought into subjection to the Spirit. 

When this spirit of oneness exists in the 
Church, there is a true brotherhood, a com- 
mon spirit of fraternity, when all things may 
be had in common without injury to any. 
The Fatherhood of God is never made more 
real than when such a spirit of brotherhood 
exists. The unity of the Church is only 
essential in the local church, or the individ- 
ual denomination, but must be the ultimate 
aim of God “that they may be one, as we 
are one,” said Christ concerning His mis- 
sion. This does not mean union in Church, 
but it means unity, oneness of spirit for 
a common task of saving the world through 
Christ. 

The best way to preserve this unity when 
divisions arise in the Church was prac- 
tised by the early Church when there was 
a division over the way in which the wid- 
ows of the Grecian Jews were treated. 
From the names of the seven deacons who 
were chosen, it seems that all the deacons 
were chosen from the Grecian Jews. This 
showed the absolute spirit of unselfishness 
and confidence in those chosen and express- 
ed the sentiment of “In honor preferring 
one another.” This is the best possible way 
to settle difficulties of such a nature. Ap- 
point those, who are displeased, to settle 
the difficulty, and if they are real Chris- 
tians, they can settle differences. 

From the conduct and preaching of 
Stephen, it seems that the laity have a 
place in the spiritual ministrations and 
preaching of the gospel as well as do those 
who are chosen apostles. He was the first 
to seal his preaching with his blood as the 
first martyr of the Christian faith. A re- 
ligious conviction that has such courage 
that it will lead the worshiper to be faith- 
ful, even unto death, is the type alone that 
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will convince the world of the truth of 
Christianity. 

During the present war in Europe, more 
people have died the death of martyrdom 
than during all the preceding ages of the 
Christian faith. We have no weak Chris- 
tianity. Over a half-million people have 
been faithful even to martyrdom for the 
Christian faith, but the blood of the saints 
is said to be the seed of the Church. Per- 
secution has always caused dispersion of 
Christians and dispersion has caused the 
spread of the gospel to the good of others. 

In Bible times, as in all times since, we 
have had an array of witnesses to the faith. 
At no age in the world’s history has the 
Church been without its true witnesses. 
The logic of human experience to prove 
the loyalty of the followers of God is 
boundless and, if reasoning, would convince 
the world of the truth of Christianity that 
logic is at hand. If people will not believe 
this array of witnesses, they would believe 
though one should rise from the dead to 
proclaim the truth of Christianity. 

The past, present, and future dynamic of 
the Church is the Holy Spirit. 


DO YOU KNOW YOUR BIBLE? 


DEAR COWORKERS:—I wonder how many 
of you are thinking about that Front-line 
Standard, and trying to meet it in your de- 
partment. 

You have read, again and again, that 
one of the requisites is “Bible used in all 
grades above the Primary,” for instance, 
but have you seriously thought of making 
that true in your department? How many 
of your boys and girls, nine, ten, eleven, 
and twelve years of age, are being taught a 
familiarity with the Bible, which will en- 
able them to use it intelligently? You 
have no doubt heard the story of the young 
preacher, just fresh from divinity school 
to whom the good old sister put the ques- 
tion, “Just where is the book of Hezekiah, 
Old or New Testament?” To which he re- 
plied, smiling a little at her ignorance, 
“Why, it’s in the Old Testament, of course, 
sister.” 

Well, maybe you think that is a fancy 
story, but try it yourself some time, and 
you will be surprised at the people who will 
be caught by it—that is, unless you, your- 
self, are even now wondering “where the 
joke is.” 

I heard a preacher say one time, “I was 
a member of the church for fifteen years 
before I knew the books of the Bible.” Per- 
haps that seems like a small thing to you. I 
have heard people say it did not make much 
difference whether one knew the books of 
the Bible or not. But I declare to you that 
I cannot agree with that. I feel that it 
would be a shame to me if I were to stand 
up before a class, and find myself incapable 
of turning to some reference because I did 
not know where the book was to be found 
in which the reference occurred. 


I heard a pastor tell a story one time 
of a “catch” question he put to a class in 
an endeavor to find out how familiar they 
were with their Bible. He gave them sev- 
eral texts to read, one after the other, end- 
ing with Philemon 3:10. Now, as there 
is only one chapter in Philemon, you can see 
that those who turned frantically through 
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their Bibles until they found that 
small book, only to discover that “there 
hain’t no such a verse,” were bound to feel 
they were not, to say the least, very skilled 
workmen. In fact, it seems to me they were 
“workmen who needeth to be ashamed.” 

The Bible is the tool with which we work; 
it is our lesson text: it is, we proudly say, 
the rule of faith and practice of our Church. 
It shows us how to live and teaches us how 
to die. It points to the fruition of our 
hopes and comforts us in our despairs. Yet 
we know almost nothing of it. Some one 
has said, “We love our Bibles, we would 
fight for the Bible; if need be, we would 
die for the Bible, but we won’t read it.” 
Some of us really cannot read it—we don’t 
know it well enough. 

What are you going to do about it, for 
yourself? What are you going to do about 
it in that Junior Class? I hope you are 
going to begin at once to see that no one 
will ever be able to laugh at your scholars 
for their ignorance of the text-book which 
they are supposed to be studying in the 
hour or hour and a half of the Sunday 
morning service. Too many of our schools 
are “quarterly schools,” not “Bible schools” 


‘ right now. 


There are many splendid ways of start- 
ing the scholars in their study of the Bible. 
You can find simple and cheap devices, 
such as cards for coloring or sewing, 
diamond verse cards, with which to make 
“Bible Chains,” and any number of such 
things, which can be purchased from the 
different publishers or will be sent from our 
own Publishing House upon receiving your 
order, for what they do not keep in stock 
they both can and will secure for you. 
Bibles can be purchased for a few pennies, 
and the books of the Bible can be purchased 
separately in tiny booklets for as low as 
one cent each. Why not purchase for your 
scholars at least one of these little books, 
if you or your school cannot afford to pro- 
vide them with Bibles? Why not give 
prizes or rewards until all of your scholars 
have their very own Bible, and then, inso- 
far as is possible for you, see that your 
Junior class begins to make true that part 
of the front-line standard which urges us 
to have the “Bible used in all grades above 
the Primary.

GREAT MEN OF OTHER CHURCHES 
Home Missionaries All 


John Eliot, missionary to the Indians, out 
of a salary of $250 a year gave large sums 
to charity. The secretary who paid Eliot 
his salary thought to keep him from wast- 
ing it on every beggar, and so tied some of 
the money tightly in all corners of his 
handkerchief. Eliot met a poor woman on 
his way home. He tugged a while at the 
knot on one corner of his handkerchief, in- 
tending to give her a sovereign. Finally 
he gave it up, and, handing her the hand- 
kerchief, said, “My good woman, I think 
the Lord meant you to have all of it.” 

A poor old Indian widow, a church mem- 
ber of more than twenty years, who makes 
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most of her living by making pottery, in- 
sisted on the missionary taking five dollars 
from her for home missions. 

David Brainerd said, “All my desire was 
the conversion of the heathen. I declare, 
now I am dying, I would not have spent 
my life otherwise for the whole world.” 

Robertson felt called of God to spread 
the gospel throughout the Northwest and 
nobly he gave his life to this work. 

Charles Gordon, otherwise “Ralph Con- 
nor,” has done a great deal to open up the 
West to the gospel through his books. 

A great home mission field awaits our 
Endeavorers in our hospitals. Many are 
dying without the saving knowledge of 
Christ who might be won for Him through 
faithful visitation or distribution of gospel 
messages, flowers, etc. 

Each Christian should be a home mission- 
ary. He should in some way help every 
one with whom he comes in contact. In 
order to do this he must be filled with the 
Spirit, so that from him will go an influence 
that will bless every life he touches— 
Toronto Endeavorer. : 

William Duncan, a glorious home mis- 
sionary, single-handed, civilized, and Chris- 
tianized the Metlakahtla Indians of British 
Columbia, and built up with them a beauti- 
ful Christian community. 


Charles H. Cook, a consecrated city mis- 
sionary in Chicago, was impressed with the 
feeling that he should go as a missionary to 
the wild tribe of Pima Indians in Arizona. 
He went without money, and in a marvelous 
way has won them to Christ and made a 
civilized nation of them. 


Marcus Whitman, impressed with the 
great importance of Washington and Ore- 
gon, with splendid heroism led immigration 
thither, founded missions, and by a wonder- 
ful ride across the continent reached 
Washington and persuaded the government 
not to surrender that vast territory to 
Great Britain. 

Joseph Ward, the great missionary to 
Dakota, the founder of Yankton College, 
became the most influential man in the Ter- 
ritory. Said the Governor, “I have not a 
tithe of his power here.” 

John M. Peck, a home missionary in IIli- 
nois in 1824, was a leader in the work of 
saving Illinois from slavery and preventing 
the adoption of that giant evil in the State 
constitution. 


When Chicago was only Fort Dearborn, 
the first sermon was preached there by a 
home missionary, Jeremiah Porter, in 1833, 
from the prophetic text, “Herein is my 
Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit.” 
In three months Mr. Porter organized the 
first church in Chicago, with twenty-seven 
members. Mr. Porter reached the age of 
ninety, and his pioneer text was used for 
the funeral discourse. 

The famous Iowa Band was a company of 
eleven consecrated young men who went 
together to that new territory, and labored 
faithfully all their lives to take it for 
Christ. Their arrival in Iowa in 1843 was 
the most notable home missionary event up 
to that time in the West. 

The Yale Dakota Band consisted of nine 
young men who went out to that Territory 
in 1880 and did valiant service. The Yale 
Washington Band were six young men of 


the class of 1890, who did a noble work in 
that most distant Territory—C. E. Daily 
Companion.

GREAT HOME MISSIONARIES 
Luke 10: 1-20 


The Scripture: 


After these things the Lord appointed other seventy 
also, and sent them two and two before his face 
into every city and place, whither he himself would 
come. Therefore said he unto them, The harvest 
truly is great, but the labourers are few: pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he would 
send forth labourers into his harvest. Go your ways: 
behold, I send you forth as lambs among wolves. 
Carry neither purse, nor scrip, nor shoes: and 
salute no man by the way. And into whatsoever 
house ye enter, first say, Peace be unto this house. 
And if the son of peace be there, your peace shall 
rest upon it: if not, it shall turn to you again. 
And in the same house remain, eating and drinking 
such things as they give: for the labourer is worthy 
of his hire. Go not from house to house. And into 
whatsoever city ye enter, and they receive you, eat 
such things as are set before you: And heal the si>k 
that are therein, and say unto them, The kingdom 
of God is come nigh unto you. But into whatsoever 
city ye enter, and they receive you not, go your ways 
out into the streets of the same, and say, Even 
the very dust of your city, which cleaveth on us, we 
do wipe off against you: notwithstanding be ye sure 
of this, that the kingdom of God is come nigh unto 
you. But I say unto you, that it shall be more 
tolerable in that day for Sodom, than for that city. 
Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, Bethsaida! 
for if the mighty works had been done in Tyre and 
Sidon, which have been done in you, they had a great 
while ago repented, sitting in sackcloth and ashes. 
But it shall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at 
the judgment, than for you. And thou, Capernaum, 
which art exal to heaven shalt be thrust down 
to hell. He that heareth you heareth me; and he 
that despiseth you despiseth me; and he that despis- 
eth me despiseth him that sent me. And the seventy 
returned again with joy, saying, Lord, even the 
devils are subject unto us through thy name. And 
he said unto them, I beheld Satan as lightning fall 
from heaven. Behold, I give unto you power to 
tread on serpents and scorpions, and over all the 
power of the enemy: and nothing shall by any means 
hurt you. Notwithstanding in this rejoice not, that 
the spirits are subject unto you; but rather rejoice, 
because your names are written in heaven. 


The Leader: The Christian Church be- 
gan as a home missionary organization, or 
rather brotherhood. The absence of organ- 
ization was as much characteristic of the 
movement as was the spiritual zeal of its 
leaders. The pioneer preachers of our 
Church were all great home missionaries. 
They heralded the gospel liberty every- 
where and ceaselessly. Other churches 
with organization profited by their evangel- 
ism. They were more interested in bring- 
ing sinners to Jesus than they were in 
receiving converts into organized church re- 
lationship. All honor to their memory, and 
all gratitude for their priceless proclama- 
tions of the truth as it is in Jesus. To- 
night we wish to mention some of them.

A GREAT MISSIONARY CHURCH 


“As much for others as for ourselves,” 
is the ideal of missionary giving usually 
set before churches—meaning as much for 
missions and benevolences, home and for- 
eign, as for local congregational expense. 
This is no unreasonable goal, yet compar- 
atively few churches attain it. 

A striking exception came to light in 
connection with the recent Nashville Con- 
vention of the Laymen’s Missionary Move- 
ment, when it was found that the First 
Baptist church of that city, Rev. Allen 
Fort, pastor, gave in 1914 for all local 
church expenses, $3,704 for home missions 
and benevolences in America, $10,863, and 
for foreign missions, $3,300, a total for 
missions and benevolences of $14,163, prac- 
tically four times as much as for self-main- 
tenance. This record is not duplicated by 
one church in a thousand. It should be a 
striking lesson to the multitude of self- 
centered churches that expend all their 
thought of money on their own main- 
tenance and have next to nothing left 
left for the large interests of Christ’s king- 
dom. Many a church is paying more to its 
choir, for example, than it is giving to 
preach the gospel to a billion benighted peo- 
ple who have never heard it. 

“As much for others as for ourselves,” 
is surely the least that any congregation 
should be willing to do for the world’s 
evangelization.

Have just glanced through THE HERALD, 
and I note that much is said relative to 
foreign missions and “A Day’s Wages” on 
February 26, 1916.

GREETING :—I am glad to tell you I nate 
just returned home from a visit to this 
school, and wish to say I never felt more 
impressed with the importance of this work 
than now. It was an inspiration to see one 
hundred and seventy young men and women 
in the chapel service and to hear them sing 
some of the songs that they are accustomed 
to sing. I tell you, Brother Editor, it lifted 
me up into an atmosphere that was delight- 
ful and heavenly. I wish every one who 
reads these words could go and hear and 
see for themselves, for I cannot tell you all 
the story that might be told. The Spirit 
of the Lord is there. The conduct or be- 
havior of the students is fine, and we are 
trying to impress upon their hearts that 
this is one of the important things that 
will tell for them in all the future of life. 

I visited the teachers in their class- 
rooms and found them earnest and faithful 
in their work there. I looked through the 
building and must give a word of praise 
to the students for the care they are taking 
of the building.

TOBACCO AND LIFE INSURANCE 


In his address at the Christian church last Sund- 
day night Dr. Whitaker said: 

“One of the best life insurance policies you can 
have is to quit using tobacco, and put on compound 
interest each year the amount you spend for tobacco. 
In fifty years it will amount to a little fortune.” 

After the address a man in the audience said to 
the speaker: “I kept an exact account of what I 
spent for tobacco last year. It was twenty dollars. 
I wish you would figure up at that rate what my 
tobacco money on compound interest for fifty-five 
years (the time I have been using it) would amount 
to to-day.” Dr. Whitaker promised that he would 
do so, and the following day, last Monday, handed 
the man the following letter: 

“My Dear FrIEND:—In compliance with your re- 
quest, will say that if you have been spending 
twenty dollars per year for tobacco for the past 
fifty-five years; had you instead loaned that amount 
of money at eight per cent. interest, collecting the 
interest at the end of each year and lending it also, 
as a result you would to-day hav sixteen thousand 
nine hundred and seventy dollars ($16,970.00) in- 
stead of the benefits you have derived from your 
using tobacco.

TO THE IOWA CHURCHES 


I have been gone from Iowa for five 
years, but my interest in the church work 
in the State does not abate with absence. 
Hence, by request, I am telling all of them 
of the great privilege of service for the 
kingdom those we will not see until we meet 
in our common home: service then money 
invested in soul-saving. 

You all know about Rev. Susie V. Fry’s 
School for Girls in Utsunomiya, Japan, 
where she is training girls in home-making 
on a Christian basis, for Bible women, 
teachers, helpers in Christian work, Chris- 
tian women anywhere their lots may fall. 
Teaching them through practice by doing 
the entire work of the school, family, it 
being a boarding school. They are also 
conducting twelve Sunday-schools in the 
city in that part allotted to the mission- 
aries of the Christian Church.

Miss Kiyo Sasaki came to Tacoma and 
then to the Montesano church, where she 
spent several weeks while arrangements 
were being completed for her to go to Pal- 
mer College, where she is making good 
grades in her sophomore year, fitting her- 
self for a Bible woman, I believe. 

We who learned to know her here at 
Montesano found her a sincere, consecrated, 
and capable girl. She has no father except 
our Father, yours and hers, and comes from 
the poorest.of Japan’s poor. Miss Sasaki 
is industrious, yet it is not wise for her 
to specially lengthen her course by waiting 
to earn money to pay her larger bills. In- 
vesting your money and your prayers in 
preparing her for her work is putting your- 
self into it, working through her. 

The Christian Endeavor Societies of the 
Des Moines Conference are standing for 
her board. Will the Lord make it possible 
for you to pay a week’s, a day’s board? 

The Lord fed the multitude, that He 
might win them to himself to feed them on 
the Bread of Life. 

The Madrid church pays the tuition, 
helping the college and the student. The 
The music lessons—you may not. be able to 
play a measure of music, yet through Miss 
Sasaki’s consecrated talent you may play 
strains in Japan that will draw people to 
the gospel service.

DEATH OF DR. ADAMS 


Dr. Daniel Albright Long delivered the 
address at the funeral service of Rev. Har- 
ry C. Adams, D. D., March 5, 1916, which 
took place from the Adams’ residence, Lake 
Alfred, Florida. Among other things, Dr. 
Long said: 

“Rev. H C. Adams was born in New 
Marlboro, Berkshire County, Massachusetts, 
May 27, 1860. Gradua’ from Williams 
College, class of 1886, and from Hartford

October 29, 1889. He served the church 
happily for eight years and then his health 
required a change from the river valley.
